That war-weary peoples through- 
out history have had the tendency to swear 
off immediately after indulgence either 
escaped their attention or was deliberately 
ignored. 

The real meaning of the Washington 
Conference escaped our people at the 
time, and it is to be doubted if they have 
as yet sensed it, much less really under- 
stand it. 


Pacific Assumes Importance. 


The European and Asiatic delegates 
realized that the time had come when, just 





as the Mediterranean ceased to be the sea 


of most importance to the civilized world 
and the crown passed to the Atlantic, the 
Atlantic is losing its importance and that 
of the Pacific steadily growing. ‘To these 
delegates the Arms Conference represented 
nothing more than a struggle for an ar- 


| rangement of naval power in such a fash- 


ion as to permit the bringing to bear of 
naval force in the Pacific in the disputes 
which inevitably must come with the 
growth in importance of this ocean com- 
mercially and in every other line of en- 
deavor in human life. 

The routes by sea for commerce in time 
of peace, and for the armed forces of a 
country in time of war, are of decisive im- 
portance in peace-time development and 
war-time decisions. 





Prior to the building of the Panama 
Cana! the easiest route from western Eu- 
rope to eastern Asia was the long difficult 
one through the Mediterranean, the Suez 
Canal, the Indian ocean, through the nar- 
row straits of Singapore, and so on up the 
coast of China and Japan. The only sea 
route between our Pacific and Atlantic 
coasts was the long one around 


America. The Panama Canal is changing 
all this. oe 


Quietly, gradually, unknown to th¢ nig; , 
jority of the le of this country': ‘the: 
Panama Canal is increasing in its commér-, 
cial importance and in its influence upor 
the trade of western Europe and eastern 
America with eastern Asia. Other coun-

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tries understand better than we do the 
great importance of carrying their own 
goods instead of paying some foreigner to 
do it, having long engaged in and studied 
foreign trade, and they thoroughly realize 
the growing importance of the Panama 
Canal. 

The General Staff of our Army and the 
General Board of our Navy, whose busi- 
ness it is to study the military possibili- 
ties in all situations, regardless of friend- 
ship existing at any particular time 
among a few or many nations, thoroughly 
undertand that as the canal increases in 
commercial importance the danger of its 
being attacked in any future struggle is 
increased. 


Importance of Bases. 


The Arms Conference at Washington 
should have brought home to every Ameri- 
can the tremendous importance of bases 
for land, sea and air forces. 

Aside from the question of the greater 
strength in all classes of ships, the Brit- 
ish navy was able effectively and quickly 
to drive the Germans from the sea because 
the British had bases all over the world 
from which to operate, while the Germans 
had practically none. Had the Germans 
had bases their numerous commerce de- 
stroyers undoubtedly could have operated 
against the British for a year or more. 
The suppression of these numerous de- 
stroyers, either on the surface of the water 
in the shape of ordinary vessels, or under 
it in the shape of submarines, would have 
necessitated the capture of all the Ger- 
man bases, with a consequent diversion 
from the North Sea and from France of 
many ships and many troops. 

One of the main points struggled for by 
Japan in the Arms Conference, and in 
which she gained the victory, was to se- 
cure for herself bases throughout the west- 
ern Pacific, while denying them to us. 

It will be recalled that our purchase of 
the Danish West Indies from Denmark 
was originally prevented and then held up 
for a long time due to Germany's desire 
to have these islands herself. 


Outposts of the Panama Canal. 


Looking at the map, it is immediately 
evident that while North and South Amer- 
ica are connected by the narrow strip of 
Central America, they are equally con- 
nected by the peninsula of Florida and 
the string of islands stretching from that 
peninsula to the Venezuelan coast of 
South America. Nature has left many 
canals through this strip between the tip 
of Florida and the Venezuelan coast. We 
have made one—the Panama Canal— 
through the other strip connecting the two 
continents. The routes from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific not only pass through the 
canal which we have made, but also 
through the many nature has made. The 
real control of these routes does not de- 
pend upon the Panama Canal alone, but 
also upon the many canals cut by nature. 

Furthermore, the possession of these 
islands by powers other than ourselves not 
only gives those powers partial control of 
these routes, but what is more gives them 
the bases from which to operate against 
these routes and also against the Panama 
Canal. . 

Also, the map plainly illustrates that be- 
tween the Atlantic and Gulf ports of the 
United States and the Canal there is a 
fence of foreign possessions through which 
our ships must pass. In the same way, 
but to a lesser extent, various islands in 
the Pacific, of which the Galapagos are 
the chief ones, furnish bases for attack 
against the best routes leading to the 
Canal and against the Canal itself. 

The recent war, like every other war, 
has shown that in the face of necessity 
great nations do not hesitate to violate 
both maritime and land laws or agreements 
with respect to neutrality, or the rights of 
smaller and weaker countries. That such 
a course is not right ethically does not al- 
ter the fact that when national existence 
is threatened nations, like individuals in 
danger of death, take the steps which seem 
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to promise the greatest security most 
quickly. 

The struggles of the Dutch and the Brit- 
ish for the control of the sea routes from 
western Europe to eastern Asia led to the 
seizure of a great many islands and points 
important as bases. The struggle between 
the Spanish and the British is a history of 
similar seizures through combat. The 
struggle between the British and the 
French in North America, in the Mediter- 
ranean and in India is another history of 
the same character. 

Recent tendencies show that the world, 
if anything, instead of embarking on a 
period of peace, is embarking upon a period 
of disturbance of various kinds, and inevi- 
tably wars as a consequence. . 

That a vital cross-roads where land and 
sea routes between North and South 
America cross the sea routes from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific can avoid playing a 
prominent part in any future struggle in 
which countries with a seaboard play a 
part is contrary to common sense and the 
teachings of history. 

A period of twenty-five or fifty years is 
nothing in history. Nations without fleets 
to-day, or with minor ones, may have the 
most powerful naval strength within the 
next generation. The development of the air 
has only just begun. With the tremendous 
distances already covered in a short period 
of time there can be no doubt that the very 
near future will see as complete a con- 
quest of the third dimension by the human 
race as has already taken place on the sur- 
face through the development of steam 
transport. 


The Old Struggle for Bases. 


Holland, Portugal and Spain were great 
sea powers with bases all over the world. 
For a long time France disputed the rising 
naval power of Great Britain. 

In the days of wooden sailing vessels, 
without refrigerating apparatus, without 
canned food, men fought each other for the 
possession of distant islands and strategic 
points all over the world, and in propor- 
tion to their gaining possession of these 
necessary bases their home country and its 
commerce rose or fell. 

With the immense vessels of to-day, with 
their tremendous carrying capacity and 
speed, their refrigerating apparatus and 
wireless means of communication, to cross 
the Pacific to Panama and thence into the 
Caribbean, or from the Atlantic ports of 
Europe to the same region, is as nothing 
by comparison with the voyages success- 
fully performed in the days of struggle for 
bases and trade which took place when the 
period of discovery opened up the world 
to the European races. 

Aside from change of territory due to 
conquest, history is full of examples of the 
trading of different pieces of territory for 
various advantages in other directions. 
Every time Europe has had a war territory 
all over the world has been swapped at the 
peace table. Also territory has frequently 
changed hands in peace. 


A Bad Trade for England. 


When England traded Heligoland for 
Zanzibar she made what at that time 
seemed to the average civilian to be an ex- 
cellent bargain. The inability of the 
British public to understand the tremen- 
dous value of this small island as a base 
in case of war cost their sons and grand- 
sons dearly in the recent war. 

While the majority of the islands in the 
West Indies belong at present to people 
with whom we are upon the most friendly 
relations, it is no guarantee that in the 
future, even if these relations do continue, 
these islands may not pass to other hands. 

As long as we are friendly with the 
present possessors of these islands they 
are of no value to them. If the present 
friendly relations should cease the posses- 
sion of these islands by us could not men- 
ace England, France or Holland. On the 
other hand, the possession of these islands 
by them would distinetly menace us, with 
respect to our trade and free movement of 
troops and military power at sea and in 





the air. 
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We are fond of telling how President 
Cleveland made the British back down 
with respect to Venezuela. Aside from the 
various political reasons which may have 
influenced the British decision, there was 
a predominant military one. As long as 
the French and Germans had fleets of con- 
siderable magnitude in European waters 
the British could not bring their naval 
power to bear on this side of the Atlantic, 
for fear that one or the other of these peo- 
ples might take advantage of the absence 
of the British fleet. The German fleet to- 
day is non-existent, the French has been 
reduced to a point where it cannot threat- 
en British supremacy in Europe. The re- 
sult is that the British fleet can operate 
anywhere as long as it possesses the neces- 
sary bases. 

Great Britain has these fleet bases in 
Bermuda, Trinidad and Kingston, all pos- 
sessing excellent harbors, all of them 
fortified and all fairly well equipped, to 
say nothing of her various other possessions 
which, while less favorable from the point 
of view of harbors, still could, be used as 
naval bases, and above all as airplane 
bases. 


The Asiatic Danger. 


The steadily growing tendency of Asiatic 
peoples to shake off all tutelage of the 
white race, to cultivate and produce 
modern industrial methods and to arm 
themselves on land and sea with mod- 
ern weapons, efficiently handled, is a phe- 
nomenon which must be faced and must 
be reckoned with. The more it is ignored 
and the more the attempt is made to be- 
lieve that the old state of affairs still con- 
tinues, or can continue, the greater the 
danger. 

The struggle between the Turks and the 
British for the control of the Dardanelles 
and the Bosphorus has been interpreted by 
the world at large, and above all by the 
Asiatic world, as much more important 
than a mere dispute over a strategic point, 
as valuable as it is. It shows the way in 
which the world has been reduced to a rel- 
atively small community as a result of the 
development of means of communication 
of all kinds. 

Various wars between Asiatic and white 
peoples in the future are almost a cer- 
tainty, so difficult has it already become to 
find a peaceful means of adjusting two so 
opposed points of view as those possessed 
by the average white man and the average 
oriental. 

If the struggles of white nations in Eu- 
rope in the last few centuries could lead 
to fighting in eastern Asia and the islands 
in the seas east and south of Asia, strug- 
gles between white and yellow peoples in- 
evitably will lead to a cross-roads such as 
the Caribbean. 


Asiatic Conquest No Idle Dream. 


The possibility of an Asiatic sea power 
dreaming of possessing the Hawaiian and 
other islands which are the _ stepping 
stones in the Pacific to the Panama Canal, 
and then the Panama Canal and the West 
Indies in the Atlantic, which are the east- 
ern gateway to that canal, seems absurd 
to the average American. On analysis it 
is not at all absurd, and much less diffi- 
cult than the possession by Spain of Mex- 
ico and Central America and then the 
Philinpines. which, being on the flank of 
the China Sea, control the trade routes in 
that most important body of water. For 
many years the Philippines, in spite of 
their distance from Mexico, were under 
the government of the Spanish viceroy in 
Mexico. 

Little Portugal controlled, through the 
possession of various islands and pieces of 
territory on the mainland, the route around 
Africa and to China. 

Holland for a long time had a string of 
possessions in the Orient. ; 

Great Britain to-day, through the pos- 
session of Gibraltar on the Spanish penin- 
sula, Malta off the toe of Italy, Cyprus 
controlling the seahboards of Asia~ Minor 
and of Syria, the Suez Canal, Aden and 
the other possessions at the mouth of the 
Red Sea, Ceylon, Singapore and Hong- 
kong, controls a longer and more difficult 
route.

SMITH-LOCKHART OFFICIAL 
IS EXAMINED AT HEARING, 
At a meeting of the creditors of Smith, 
Lockhart & Co., held before the referee in 
the U.S. District Court at Baltimore, a 
Nov. 16, the examination of the membey 
of the firm was started.

NAVAL MEDICAL CORPS. 
To THE EpitToR: 

I agree in the main with the letter 
signed “Medicus” in your issue of Oct. 14, 
1922, under the caption of “Shortage of 
Navy Medical Officers.” Unless some rad- 
ical action is taken in the very near fu- 
ture to brighten the prospects of the Medi- 
cal officers now in the Service and encour- 
age others to enter, as the Surgeon Gen- 
eral desires, there will not be any future 
victims to sacrifice themselves for glory 
alone. The days of glory are past, if 
there has ever been any for officers in the 
Medical Corps. 

There is only one point upon which I 
wish to take issue with “Medicus,” and 
that is that Medical officers do not want 
rank. They do want rank and must have 
it, in order to give them a standing with 
line officers on account of their educa- 
tional, professional and social qualifica- 
tions. 

If the line objects to their having line 
titles of rank, why not give them Army 
litles of rank, the same as in the Italian 
navy at the present time and formerly in 
some other navies (i.e., Russian) before 
they ceased to exist? 

The main question, though, and the one 
which is causing so many Medical officers 
to resign from the Service and preventing 
new ones from entering, is the question 
of pay and allowances. i 

All Medical officers are supposed to be 
graduates of Class A medical schools, and 
when they have graduated from such 
scheols they have spent eight years in se- 
curing their preliminary and professional 
education. 

They are much older than formerly when 
they enter the Service, on account of the 
longer preparation required, and have also 
spent a great deal more money in secur- 
ing their education. 

Under these circumstances, Medical offi- 
cers should enter the Service as senior 
licutenants (as in the British navy) and 
be credited upon entry for purposes of pay 
and promotion with sig years’ construc- 
tive service. This would place them im- 
mediately in the third pay period under 
the new pay law and also give them a 
start on the promotion list. Promotion 
should be with their running mates 
through all grades and not stop at lieu- 
tenant commander, as the law at present 
requires. This would do away with the 
pernicious and unjust promotion by selec- 
tion (favoritism?) above lieutenant com- 
mander, which is now in foree. When 
promotion by selection was saddled upon 
the Staff Corps it was with all the defects 
and none of the redeeming features as 
applied to the line. There is no age in 
xyrade retirement in the Staff Corps, and 
if a lieutenant commander (for example) 
were not selected for promotion to com- 
inander he would remain a _ lieutenant 
commander until retired for age at sixty- 
fuur years. In the line he is retired at 
forty-five, if not promoted. 

Any scheme such as “elimination out” 
(“plucking”) or permitting officers to re- 
tire on 2% per cent. of their pay for each 
year of service, while it may benefit the 
individual, will most certainly not benefit 
the government in any way. Anyone can 
see on the face of it that it would be non- 
sensical to pass a law which would fur- 
ther deplete the number of officers, which 
is now far below the requirements of the 
Service; and the inability to secure any 
new additions would make conditions still 
worse under any such schemes as men- 
tioned above. . 

The Medical Corps is far behind the 
line in promotion. The writer, who has 
been a commissioned officer in the Navy 
for over twenty years, is now junior to 
three classes from the Naval Academy 
(the last one of which had not graduated 
when he entered the Service), who had 
always been junior to him until their last 
promotion, while he is senior to every 
one in the line in his present grade. 

Such a state of affairs is not conducive 
to contentment, self-respect and a desire 
to inveigle others into the Service, and it 
*e not believed that any will do so. 

The question of pay or expense to the 
government in promotion to the higher 
grades is more imaginary than real. For 
example, a commander after thirty years 
receives $5,750, while a captain receives 
only $6,000, or $250 a year more. Under 
the circumstances, .is $250 a year too 
large a sum to expend in order to make 
an officer satisfied and contented?

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Conclusions of Committees on Training Youth for 
Citizenship and National Defense 


An important conference on training 
the youth of the country, called by the 
Secretary of War, was held under the 
auspices of the War Department in Wash- 
ington, Nov. 16, 17, 18. 

The conference was attended by men 
prominent in educational, physical train- 


ing, citizenship building and _ military 
circles. 
Brig. Gen. William Lassiter was the 


presiding officer. Addresses of welcome 
outlining the seriousness of the problems 
presented from the points of view of na- 
tional welfare in peace as well as war 
were made by Secretary Weeks, General 
Pershing and General Lassiter. 

After the morning session the first day 
the conference separated into three gen- 
eral committees as follows: 

1. Committee on Citizenship Training. 

2. Committee on R.O.T.C. 

3. Committee on C.M.T.C. 


The third morning the conference again 
assembled as a whole. It decided not to 
act as a committee of the whole on the 
recommendations of the three separate 
committees, but to accept the conclusions 
of each committee as a unit and to let 
these conclusions stand as the sense of the 
general conference. 

Just before the close of the conference 
the civilian members of their own accord 
asked the Army and Navy officers and 
other representatives of the War Depart- 
ment to withdraw. The civilians present 
then passed the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That a committee of seven be 
formed to foster the training of the youth 
of the United States in the full responsi- 
bilities in citizenship, including the Na- 
tional Defense act and its amendments, 
and to take measures to make the same 
effective by urging further appropriations 
from Congress and a provision of adequate 
personnel, and by such other means as 
may from time to time seem wise. 

Resolved, That Dr. David Kinley, presi- 
dent of the University of Illinois; Dr. F. 
J. Goodnow, president, Johns Hopkins 
University; and Dr. H. §S. Drinker, past 
president, Military Training Camps As- 
sociation, be appointed a committee with 
power to select the committee provided in 
the last resolution. 

Following are the conclusions of the 
three general committees of the confer- 
ence: 


Recommendations of Committee No. 1, Citizen- 
ship Training. 


Training for citizenship is one of the 
most pressing problems before the nation 
to-day. 

The underlying cause for particular at- 
tention to this problem in America lies in 
the facts that our population’ is so hetero- 
geneous and that the immigration during 
the past thirty years has been of a nature 
that does not assimilate so readily as that 
which came prior to 1890. For this rea- 
son, our problem is both unique and more 
difficult than that of any other nation in 
the world. There are no precedents. We 
must solve it for ourselves. 

Recognizing the value of the data col- 
lected and classified by the War Depart- 
ment in the recent military and naval ser- 
vice of our country, and conscious of the 
duty resting upon every citizen to interest 
himself in the well being and unity of the 
nation, we have been glad to come to 
Washington at the request of the Secre- 
tary of War to make use of such data and 
to give our judgment on the larger prob- 
ems, far exceeding any purely military 
situation, which such data and our own 
Contributions present. 

It is our firm conviction that we should 
seek first and directly to create a citizen- 
ship of the youth and of adult men and 
} a mentally, morally, and physically

necessity for the creation of some central 
agency to gather facts, co-ordinate them 
and keep all the organizations working in 
this field informed. Such an agency is 
particularly necessary within the Federal 
Government if national standards of physi- 
eal efficiency and technical skill are to be 
devised and to come into general use. 
Therefore, the following recommendation 
is submitted by the committee as a whole: 

That there be created within the execu- 
tive departments of the Federal Govern- 
ment a Federal Council on Citizenship 
Training composed of those in the Federal 
service, who are actively engaged in ad- 
ministering the Federal offices that deal 
with particular phases of this problem. 

It is further recommended that the aid 
of every department of the Government be 
made available in obtaining and compil- 
ing for the use of this Federal Council and 
tbe National Council above mentioned, all 
data needed and all facts affecting the 
proper training and development of the 
youth of America for their responsibilities 
as citizens. 


Recommendations of Committee No. 2, R.0.T.C. 


1. That the primary mission and con- 
trolling purpose of the R.O.T.C. should 
continue to be, as stated in regulations, 
“to provide systematic military training at 
civil educational institutions for the pur- 
pose of qualifying selected students of 
such institutions for appointment as Re- 
serye officers in the military forces of the 
United States. 

2. As the primary necessity is a com- 
plete and proper conception by the youth 
of the country, male and female, of his 
rights and privileges as a citizen, his re- 
sponsibilities and duties, ineluding his ob- 
ligation to defend those rights and to pre- 
pare himself to take part in an organized 
defense of those rights when the represen- 
tatives in Congress assembled shall so de- 
termine, the training of the youth of the 
country should be directed to attain this 
as one of its accomplishments. 

3. As unorganized defense, when not 
doomed to failure, is inordinately expen- 
sive in time, material and human lives, 
Congress in addition to authorizing or- 


ganization for national defense should 


provide the means to make it effective. 
4. As in providing the means it is nec- 
essary to secure trained leaders for such 
an organization, the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, already established b 
act of Congress, should be fully developed. 


5. In order sufficiently to develop this 
means of securing leaders, the proper in- 
struction personnel and funds should be 
provided. 

As the personnel, officers and men, in 
the Regular Army is insufficient to oper- 
ate the other essential activities of the 
Army and sufficiently to develop the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps, and as on 
account of the lack of personnel, it will 
be impracticable to increase the enrolment 
«of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps by 
establishment of additional units in insti- 
tutions wher: not now established, but 
may be necesea2ry to abolish some of the 
existing units, commissioned and enlisted 
personnel should be increased to meet re- 
quirements. 


6. No material increase in compensation 
or allowances to Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps students should be made, but these 
should be stabilized at a reasonable figure. 


7. Every effort should be made to the 
limtt of available means to increase the 
efficiency of exisling units and expand the 
senior units. 


8. To secure the maximum enrolment 
where units now exist, the following will 
assist : 


Awakening the student to a sense of his 
obligation as a citizen and encouraging him to 
meet that obligation by preparing himself in 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. This 
can be accomplished by giving the subject due 
weight in opening addresses of the leaders of 
the institutions at the beginning of college 
terms, by members of the faculty stressing its 
importance on every proper occasion during 
the course of instruction, by using available 
means of publicity to place and keep this idea 
before the attention of the student body, 
through student forums, publications, and 
other means, but mainly by suitable training 
prior to reaching the period of admission to 
the R.O.T.O. 

The faculty of institutions to lend its aid 
by occasional attendance at Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps functions, including inspection 
and review cf units. 

Oredit towards a degree for attendance at 
instruction given in the units of Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps in an amount deter- 
mined in a manner similar to that used in de- 
termining credits allowed in other subjects of 
instruction. — 

The War Department to seek to detail "% 





officers and enlisted men in adequate numbers 
who shall be well qualified to undertake this 
specialized duty; and to supply the texts and 
equipment to permit satisfactory operation. 

Federal departments and bureaus to estab- 
lish regulations (where necessary seeking au- 
thority therefor) which, other qualifications 
being equal, will favor the selection of Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps students in em- 
ployment. 

Firmly establishing the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps as a fixed institution by im- 
pressing upon the representatives in Oongress 
the necessity for its adequate annual support, 
and by administering it so that only essential 
changes shall be made-in personnel and regu- 
lations, such changes being effected when op- 
erations will be least disturbed. 

The War Department to administer the Citi- 
zens’ Military Training Camps so that it will 
be impracticable to secure a Reserve commis- 
sion after the completion of the Blue Course, 
unless the training received shall approxi- 
mately equal that required in the Reserve Offi- 
cers’ Training Corps. 

9. In the future, unless adequate ap- 
propriations and increased personnel in 
the Army are provided therefor, junior 
units should not be established in high 
schools and other secondary institutions 
not essentially military, but government 
sid should be extended to such institu- 
tions establishing military training under 
the provisions of Section 55c, National 
Defense act. 

10. Unless adequate appropriations and 
increased personnel in the Army aie pro- 
vided therefor, military training in pres- 
ent Junior Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps Units, other than those essentially 
military schools, should be changed to a 
status under Section 55c, National De- 
fense act, but this change should be made 
gradually and in such manner as not to 
affect seriously the military efficiency 
of the units. 

11. No further leniency be extended to 
clearly ineffective and unpromising units; 
that such units, both senior and junior, be 
dropped. 

12. In general, combat units should re- 
ceive support in preference to non-com- 
batant units, and senior units in prefer- 
ence to junior units, where these inter- 
ests are diametrically opposed and arbi- 
trary decision must be made. 

13. In particular, enforced eliminations 
should proceed in the following order, to 
the degree required by appropriations and 
shortage, determinable upon passage of 
the Army Appropriation bill for the fiscal 
year 1924. 

(1) Ineffective and unpromising junior and 
senior units without awaiting the action of 
ongress as to the next approprat!S3s. 

(2) The senior units of those auxiliary or 
staff branches whose Reserve second lieuten- 
ants require for their qualification the least 
amount of purely military training. 

(3) Junior units in high schools, and in 
other secondary schools not essentially mili- 
tary; government aid to be continued, if de- 
sired by the institutions, only as provided un- 
der Section 55c, National Defense act, as 
amended. 

14. Every effort should be made through 
the active co-operation of all available 
agencies concerned to convince students 
that the duties of good citizenship include 
some degree of service in the citizen forces, 
and that they should be encouraged by 
every means to discharge their obligation 
by acceptance of commissions or by en- 


listment in the National Guard or Or- 
ganized Reserves. 
15. That the Chief, Militia Bureau, 


should be directed to make a study of the 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps system 
with a view to the dissemination of in- 
formation among the National Guard au- 
thorities of the several states, and the es- 
tablishment of a well co-ordinated pro- 
curement nrogram in connection with the 
recruitment of the National Guard from 
available Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
material. 

16. That corps area commanders should 
be instructed to organize their existing 
Reserve personnel with a view to estab- 
lishing close contact with Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps institutions and cordial 
relations with the student personnel. 

17. That every effort should be made to 
foster the growth of the Enlisted Reserve 
Corps and the building up of the frame- 
work of Organized Reserve units from this 
source in accordance with existing War 
Department policies and regulations. 

18. That educational authorities should 
be urged to co-operate in bringing about 
the affiliation of the maximum number of 
their students and graduates with the citi- 
zen forces. 

19. That every available means should 
be used to convince state, county and 
municipal authorities, educational institu- 
tions, civilian organizations and the pub- 





lic generally, that our geecent military 
policy places upon them the ity 
for adequate national defense, which can 
only be satisfactorily met by ity 
support of their local military organiza- 
tions. 

20. That every means should be em- 
ployed te give greater and continuing pub- 
licity to our present military policy. 

21. That instruction in junior units be 
carried on along such lines as will stimu- 
late interest in military work, and cause 
students to desire further training and 
seek affiliation with the citizen forces. 

22. That junior division camps, R.O. 
T.C., be discontinued for the present, and 
that students eligible therefor be encour- 
aged to attend C.M.T. camps. 


23. That no change be made in the pres- 
ent manner of conducting senior basic i 
senior advance camps, R.O.T.C., except 
thet basic students be permitted and en- 
couraged to attend R.O.T.C. camps during 
their basic instruction, so far as provision 
can be made for them. 

24. That no students of senior units or 
of junior units in essentially military 
schools be permitted to attend Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps. 


Recommendations of Committee No. 3, C.M.T.C, 


1. The mission of the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps should be stated in the 
following language: 


Objects of the Ked Course. 


(a) To bring together young men of all 
types, both native and foreign born; to de- 
velop closer national and social unity; to 
teach the privileges, duties and responsibili- 
ties of American citizenship; to stimulate the 
interest of the youth of this country in the 
imporance of military training, as a benefit 
to the individual taking such training and as 
rm asset vital in the problem of national de- 
ense. 

(b) To show the public by actual example 
that camp instruction of the kind contemplated 
will be to the liking of their sons; will de- 
velop them physically, mentally and morally; 
will teach Americanism in its true sense, thus 
stimulating patriotism and self-discipline, reé- 
sulting in greater national strength both civil 
and military. 

(c) To better qualify young men for effec- 
tive service as American citizens and as pri- 
vate soldiers in some component of the Army 
of the United States, but without any pre 
requisite obligation to enter sueh Army ser- 
vice upon completion of the course. 

Objects of tho Course. 

To qualify selected citizens who obligate 
themselves for service in one of the compo- 
nents of the Army of the United States and 
selected privates of the lar Army, Na- 
tional Guard apd Enjisted e Corps, w 
have completed the Red rse or have 
military training recognized by regulations as 
equivalent, for service as non-commissioned 
officers, so that they will be capable of train- 
ing recruits in the duties of privates and of 
leading them in active service. 


Objects of the Blue Course, s 


To qualify selected wartant officers and en- 
listed men of the Regular Army, National 
Guard and the Enlisted Reserve Co who 
have completed the White Course, or who have 
had military training recognized b regula 
as equivalent, for service as second lieutenants. 


2. The committee recommends: 


(a) That the Red Course be divided into 
two parts each of thirty days. At the end 
of the first part of thirty days, all young men 
who successfully complete the yrescribed train- 
ing shall be designated as ‘‘Student Soldiers,’’ 
and shall receive an appropriate or but- 
ton indicating that fact, together with a cer- 
tificate of completion of his course; and that 
those who have shown suitable proficiency will 
have designated on their certificates that fact 
together with eligibility to take the succeed- 
ing course. 

(b) That the second part of the Red Course 
shall be open to those who possess certificates 
of eligibility as having completed the first ng 
of thirty days or its equivalent in the R.O.

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Retirement Bill One 
Big Topic in Army 
By E. B. Johns 
[ Washington Correspondent. ] 


If the sentiment of the Army posts in 
the vicinity of Fort Monroe extends 
throughout the Army, the enlisted person- 
nel favor a twenty-five-year retirement 
along the lines of the Fish bill. They de- 
clared in resolutions passed at a meeting 
held in the Liberty Hall at Fort Monroe 
on Nov. 18 that they were in favor of go- 
ing as high as a three per cent. deduction 
from their pay in order to secure for en- 
listed men a minimum retirement pay of 
$100 a month. This would be with the 
understanding that the rate of retirement 
of the present higher grades would not be 

luced. 

At the request of an active group of 
non-commissioned officers and _ enlisted 
men who have been discussing the bill ever 
since it was proposed I went to Fort Mon- 
roe to address the meeting. Before dis- 
cussing the two bills upon which a refer- 
endum vete is being taken in the Army 
AND Navy JourRNAL I expr my grati- 
fication at the opportunity of being per- 
mitted to have a heart to heart talk with 
the men stationed in that vicinity. The 
ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL is interested 
in the welfare of the entire Army, officers 
and enlisted men. 

In this question of fixing the time of 
retirement for enlisted men is presented 
a problem which is of vital interest to the 
entire Army. I endeavored to explain that 
the entire country should be interested in 
it, as it concerns the defenses of the na- 
tion. Under the new Army policy, as pro- 
vided for in the amended National Defense 
act, the country is making greater de- 
mands upon the enlisted man of the Army. 
The training program of the new military 
policy requires greater activities on the 
of enlisted men as well as officers. 

expressed the opinion that the Regular 

Army could not perform its functions as 
a training force if the term of active ser- 
vice was not shortened. Thirty years is 
too long a period for an enlisted man, 
especially in the Infantry, Artillery and 
Cavalry, to remain on the active list. 

In the beginning, I explained, the Army 
AND Navy JOURNAL was committed to, or 
rather favored, the Fish bill. However, I 
at gan out, the editor of the JourNAL 
ad received many protests from the Ser- 
vice on account of the features which re- 
quired a deduction from the pay of enlisted 
men. It must be admitted that the pay of 
enlisted men is none too large, and even a 
small deduction is likely to prove a hard- 
ship. In order to secure a general ex- 
pression of the Service as to the relative 
merits of a straight retirement bill and 
the Fish bill a referendum vote is now be- 
ing taken by the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL. I assured the meeting that the 
JOURNAL would not support a bill which 
deducted a cent from the pay of enlisted 
men unless there was an overwhelming 
sentiment for such an arrangement. 

At the close of my remarks Sergt. Maj. 
J. D. Jones, who was presiding, an- 
nounced that I was willing'to answer any 
questions that those present cared to pro- 
pose. In fact, as I had stated, this was 
the principal purpose for my presence at 
the meeting. 

The question was raised as to whether a 
one per cent. deduction from the pay of 
enlisted men would produce sufficient 
funds, with that which is already expend- 
ed by the government, to give a minimum 
retirement pay of $100 a month. I stated 
frankly that this is a question on which 
there was a difference of opinion among 
those who have studied the bill. A num- 
ber of estimates havo been made unofli- 
cially in the War Department, and all of 
them indicated that one per cent. would 
not be sufficient. The highest estimate, 
however, has been two and a fraction .per 
cent. I expressed the opinion that no 
complete study has been made of the 
finances of the bill. I suggested that be- 
fore this is made the advocates of the bill 
proceed on the theory that it is possible 
that an increase over one per cent. would 
be necessary. 

I told them that in my opinion a bill 
could be worked out along the lines of the 
Fish bill which would provide for less than 
a three per cent. deduction, if not as low 
as one per cent. The real question before 
the Service is whether enlisted men will 
be willing to have a sufficient deduction 
made from their pay to produce a mini- 
mum retired pay of $100 a month. 

Some of the non-commissioned officers 
who under the present law will be enti- 
tled to more than a hundred dollars re- 
tired pay were anxious to know whether 
the Fish bill would reduce their retired pay 
to a hundred dollars. I assured them that 
the Army AND Navy JouRNAL would not 
support any measure which would call for 
the reduction in the rate of retired pay of 
any. class of non-commissioned officers.

- As to the prospects of the passage of a 


twenty-five-year retirement bill at the spe- 
cial session, I stated that I did not taink 
it would be taken up until the regular ses- 
sion, which opens Dee. 4. New legislation 
of such importance which is not on the 
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program of the Administration cannot be 
passed at the special session. In all prob- 
ability the bill will be taken up in the 
Committee on Military in Decem- 
ber. Since attending the meeting Mr. 
Fish has told me that this is his plan. 

Mr. Fish states that he expects to amend 
the bill before he asks the agp | Com- 
mittee to give it consideration. t will 
probably be rewritten and reintroduced at 
the beginning of the regular session of 
Congress in December. 

I explained to the meeting that all the 
legislation the enlisted personnel could ex- 
pect at the special (November) session is 
the Kahn bill to stop demotion of non-com- 
missioned officers. It is strongly endorsed 
by the Secretary of War and it is be- 
lieved that it will be passed. 


REFERENDUM ON RETIREMENT 
OF ENLISTED MEN. 


Inside of ten days after the first publica- 
tion of this paper’s call for a referendum 
on two proposed twenty-five-year retire- 
ment bills the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL 
received over 7,000 baliots, and the daily 
increase is a progressive one. The ballots 
have been coming in singly and in pack- 
ages of hundreds from the nearby posts, 
and the distant stations are now beginning 
to be heard from. 

The interest of the enlisted personnel is 
at high pitch. Many valuable suggestions 
have come to this paper in regard to the 
improvement of retirement laws for en- 
listed men, and it is desired that the bal- 
loting continue until all outlying stations 
are heard from. 

In the Panama Canal Zone, where a 
campaign for twenty-five-year retirement 
has been on for some time, with the result 
that about all the enlisted men in the Zone 
have signed in favor of the bill, the pro- 
posal has been made, with prospect of ac- 
ceptance, that three-minute booster talks 
be made in the moving picture houses and 
civilians be given the opportunity to A 
a petition to be sent to Congress. The Y. 
M.C.A. has agreed already to this proced- 
ure in its buildings there. 


Opinions Still Sought.

The Army band played selections be- 
fore and during the exhibition. 

On Nov. 22 the eighth of the series of 
exhibitions took place at Bolling Field, 
Anacostia, D.C. 

At the designation of a location to be 
photographed by General Bandholtz, an 
airplane took off and photographed the 
point, the pictures being delivered in 
forty-five minutes. The dropping of a 
dummy from an airplane flying at an alti- 
tude of 1,000 feet simulated the jumping 
of an aviator from a plane which was in 
flames. Plane flying in various forma- 
tions, an attack upon an objective and 
balloon chasing by two pursuit planes were 
other features of the aerial exhibition. 





“ARMY DAY” CELEBRATION 
BEING PLANNED. 
Navy Day, which was so successfully 
celebrated all over the country, has been 
the cause of much discussion in Army cir- 
cles and it is advocated that a similar 
demonstration should be staged for the 
Army. Maj. Gen. C. S. Farnsworth, Chief 
of Infantry, is an ardent supposter of this 
idea and believes that the people of the 
country should become as well acquainted 
with the deeds and accomplishments of 
their Army as with those of the Navy. 
Practically all organizations of the Reg- 
ular Army celebrate an “Organization 
Day” each year, but there is no concerted 
action for the whole Army to set aside a 
day for a demonstration. It is desired to 
bring to the attention of the nation the 
various deeds and accomplishments of the 
Army during peace time, and to make the 
country as a whole get acquainted with 
their land defenders that an “Army Day” 
celebration is proposed. It is hoped that 
some time next year a day can be desig- 
nated which will be made an annual affair. 


TO STOP THE WEARING OF 
UNAUTHORIZED MEDALS. 


To make it unlawful to wear unauthor- 


ized War Department medals, Chairman 
Kahn on Nov. 20 introduced a bill (H.R. 
12820) which has the endorseinent of the 
War Department. It is stated that a 
great many instances have been reported 
to the War Department where peddlers 
and agents are wearing medals or imita- 
tions of them to indicate that they had 
distinguished service in the war. The bill 
provides for a fine of $250 and six months 
in prison. The bill provides: 

That hereafter the wearing, manufacture, or 
sale of the Congressional Medal of Honor, Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross, Distinguished Service 
Medal, or ov < the service medals or badges 
awarded by the War Department, or the ribbon, 
button, or rosette thereof of the form as is or 
may hereafter be prescribed by the Secretary 
of War, or of any colorable imitation thereof, is 
prohibited, except when authorized under such 
— as the Secretary of War may pre- 
scribe. 

Any person who offends against the provisions 
of this section shall, on conviction, be nished 
by a fine not exceeding $250 or by imprisonment 
not exceeding six months, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 


EARLY REPORT EXPECTED ON 
NAVAL APPROPRIATION BILL. 


It is now predicted that the Naval Ap- 
propriation bill will be reported to the 
House in the first week of the regular ses- 
sion in December. The hearings were 
closed this week by the testimony of Rear 
Admiral David Potter, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts. 

Throughout the hearing Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy Roosevelt and Admiral 
Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, were 
at the Capitol and frequently participated 
informally in the deliberations of the com- 
mittee. According to reports, the hear- 
ings were very harmonious. The mem- 
bers of the sub-committee assumed a more 
friendly attitude towards the witnesses 
than at last session. The questions asked 
by Chairman Kelley and the members of 
the committee indicate that the report as 
a whole will follow the recommendations 
of the Budget Bureau. 

Among the witnesses who appeared be- 
fore the committee during the week were 
Rear Admiral Thomas Washingtén, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation; Rear Ad- 
miral B. R. Stitt, Surgeon General of the 
Navy; Rear Admiral C. D. MeVey, jr., 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance; Rear 
Admiral L. EB. Gregory, Chief of Bureau 
of Yards and Docks; Rear Admiral W. A. 
Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronau- 
tics; Rear Admiral J. K. Robinson, Chief 
of the Bureau of Engineering. Maj. Gen. 
Comdt. J. A. Lejeune, U.S.M.C., present- 
ed the needs the corps. Comdr. 
Thomas R. Kutz and. Comdr. Isaac C. 
Kidd represented the Naval Academy at 
the hearings. Rear Admiral Wilson, Su- 
perintendent of the Academy, was not ble 
to attend on account of the illness of Mrs. 
Wilson. 
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Bill to Stop Demotion |

Chairman Kahn of the House Commit. 
tee on Military Affairs on Nov. 20 intro. 
duced a bill (H.R. 12819) to amend the 
grade percentage of enlisted men ag pte 
scribed in Section 4b ef the National De 
fense act as amended. Chairman W, 
worth will introduce a similar bill ip the 
Senate and both of them will be in th 
language recommended by the War Dp, 
partment. The bill provides: 

That hereafter the respective grade percen. 
ages prescribed in Sec. 4b of the National D, 
fense act of June 3, 1916, as amended, of the 
total authorized number of enlisted men ghajj 
not exceed 0.79 per centum for the first grade 
2.1 per centum for the second grade, 3.4 pm 
centum for the third grade, 9.2 per centum {op 
the fourth grade, 9.5 per centum for the fifty, 
grade, and 25 per centum for the sixth grade: 
and aforementioned Sec. 4b is hereby amended 
accordingly. 

It is strongly endorsed by the Secretary 
of War and it is believed that it wil] he 
passed. Mr. Kahn expects to hold a egp. 
ference with the members of the Military 
committee in the city with a view to dis. 
cussing plans for putting the measure 
through at the special session. He thinks 
that the bill can be classified as emer. 
gency legislation, and he will make an ef. 
fort to secure consideration at an early 
date. The roll call of the House indicates 
that there is not a quorum cf the Military 
Committee in Washington, and there may 
be some delay on this account. 

It is possible that the bill will be passed 
by the Senate before it is taken up by the 
House. The Senate committee will haye 
some meetings to consider nominations 
which will be sent up by the President, 
and this will give Chairman Wadsworth 
an opportunity to bring up the bill. 


REDUCTION OF N.C.0. OF 
ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT, U.S.A. 


It has been estimated that over 550 non. 
commissioned officers in the Ordnance De. 
partment of the Regular Army will be de. 
moted in the event that Congress doeg not 
enact any remedial legislation during the 
special session of Congress. That suche 
drastic reduction of the enlisted personne 
in this department will seriously impair 
the efficiency of the corps is fully realized 
in the War Department. 

The Chief of Ordnance, General Wil 
liams, sent the list of demoted non-coms, 
to The Adjutant General of the Army this 
week and they will probably be published 
immediately. Out of this list there will 
be thirty-three master sergeants reduced 
to technical sergeants, twenty-eight tech 
nical sergeants to be demoted to staff ser 
geants,, 130 technical sergeants to go to 
the grade of sergeant, and thirty-four staf 
sergeants to sergeant. 

It is approximated that 164 sergeants 
will go to corporals and 164 corporals will 
be reduced to the grade of private. In 
another column of this issue will be found 
the bill introduced by Chairman Kahn of 
the House Military Committee, and com- 
ments thereon with respect to its possi- 
bility of becoming a law. 

The redistribution of Ordnance enlisted 
personnel will shortly be published in 6. 
O. 45, War Department, 1922. This, i 
conjunction with G.O. 3, Office Chief of 
Ordnance, gives complete details of the re 
distribution of the Ordnance enlisted per 
sonnel based upon the reduction of the 
Regular Army to 125,000. 


NON-COM. DUE FOR DEMOTION 
KILLS HIS WIFE AND HIMSEI. 


That Sergt. Maj. B. H. Nelson, who) 


with his wife, was found dead in his quar 
ters at the Presidio of San Francisco @ 
Nov. 2, was one of 1,600 non-commissioned 
officers of the U.S. Army slated to lose his 
rank through demotion, and that despor 
ency over this fact caused him to shoot 
his wife and himself, was the finding 
the official Army board of investigation. 

The ending of his life by Sergeant Mr 
jor Nelson was discussed in relation to 
threatened demoralization of the mo 
among non-commissioned officers in 
Army, and it was determined by the court 
to memorialize Congress in an effort 
save these ranks. 


DISCHARGED M.A.C. OFFICERS 
MAY BE ENLISTED. 


The Judge Advocate General has rer 
dered ‘an opinion, which the Secretary of 


War has approved, that officers who af 
discharged under the act of June 30, 1 
with one year’s pay from the Medical 4¢ 
ministrative Corps or other arm 
Service may be enlisted and may count 
former enlisted service toward retirement 
as enlisted men. The opinion reads: 


“The foregoing provision of law contemplate 
only three steps in the case of an officer ‘ 
within its provisions. First, discharge wit & 
year’s pay; second, appointment as warrant ty 
cer as an additional number in that grade; 
third, being placed on the retired list 
the rank of warrant officer. ey 

“This office is unaware of any provision 
law that prevents an officer honorably dise 
from his commission in the Regular Army, & 
listing as private in the Regular Army, 
viding he is otherwise qualified. < ofite 

“It is, therefore, the opinion of this 
that there is no provision of law which pre 
an officer discharged with one year’s pay V~ 
the provisions of the act of June 30, 1922, 
enlisting or re-enlisting as a private i 
found qualified for such enlistment.

Annual Report on 


Army Service Schools 


Brig. Gen. H. BE. Ely, U.S.A., as com- 
mandant of the General Service Schools 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas., has made pub- 
lic his annual report for the school year 
1921-22. 

The report, covering 128 pages, contains 
a large amount of data concerning the 
condition of the schools, the courses of 
instruction, efficiency reports, marking 
systems, athletics, ete. 

General Ely, among other things, points 
out that on Sept. 12, 1921, the General 
Staff School opened with seventy-five offi- 
cers and the School of the Line with 195 


officers. 

He states that the most important and 
pressing need is the construction of an ad- 
ditional wing to the college building on 
the west. The personnel undergoing in- 
struction during the past year—about 270 
—severely taxed the accommodations of 
the building. He also advocates the in- 
stallation of a central heating plant, 
which would, he says, save an immense 
waste of fuel and a great deal of money. 
The present system of heating is by indi- 
vidual plants. 

He recommends that the commandant 
of the U.S. Disciplinary Barracks be au- 
thorized to drop the “farm colony,” rais- 
ing of pigs, cattle, chickens, puppies and 
flowers, so enough prisoners can be fur- 
nished to avoid the borrowing of labor 
from the Department of Justice. If this 
ig not deemed advisable, he recommends 
the stationing of an Engineer company at 
the schools. 

Other extracts from the report are the 
following: 

The mailing list of the schools now 
numbers about 8,000 members, consisting 
of officers of the Regular Army, National 
Guard, Reserve Corps and a few civilians. 

The policy of detailing instructors for 
a full four-year detail, relieving twenty- 
five per cent. each year, in order to main- 
tain a continuity of policy in the running 
of the school, has worked out most satis- 
factorily. 

General Ely says the spirit of the offi- 
cers under instruction, in both classes, has 
been uniformly excellent and he gives credit 
to Col. I. C. Jenks, Inf., president of the 
Line class, for his tact and judgment. He 
gives praise to Col. H. A. Drum, Inf. (now 
brigadier general), as director of the Line 
School, commandant and assistant com- 
mandant; praise to Col. BE. E. Booth, Cav., 
who was relieved as assistant commandant 
to take up the work of the director of the 
Publication Division and the Division of 
the Field Service Regulations. He also 
states that the work of the directors, sec- 
tion chiefs and instructors has been most 
eficiently carried out and he expresses 
his “high appreciation of their most ear- 
nest and industrious efforts to the inter- 
ests of the school.” 

Extracts of the reports of Colonel Drum, 
the assistant commandant; Colonel Booth, 
the director of the Publication Division ; 
Colonel Howell, the director of the Gen- 
eral Staff School; Colonel Brees, the di- 
rector of the School of the Line; Col. E. 
B. Fuller, retired, the librarian, and Lieut. 
Col. A. M. Ferguson, retired, the secretary, 
are also given in General Ely’s report. 
Extracts from some of these reports are 
given below: 


Assistant Commandant. 


Col. H. A. Drum, assistant commandant, 
in his report states, among other things, 
that it has been his ambition to overcome 
the weakness in our military educational 
system of using foreign teachings- and 
methods “by producing a military doctrine 
so fundamentally American that when war 
again comes upon us the guiding military 
thoughts will accord with the dominant 
traits and characteristics of the great 
American race. It is with . considerable 
satisfaction that my departure from these 
schools finds the above realized.” 

In speaking of standards for rating pro- 
ficiency, Colonel Drum says: 

“Tactical and combat leadership quali- 
fiations must be given a premium over 
administrative and technical qualifications. 
All proficiency tests, ratings and elimina- 
tion proceedings should be based primarily 
on demonstrated tactical and combat lead- 
tship qualifications. Inspections by su- 
Perior commanders should be tactical tests, 
the administrative phase being of secon- 
ary importance. The value of a line offi- 
cer should be judged primarily by his dem- 
onstrated tactical and combat leadership 
qualifications. With such a system in 
force we will find our senior officers occu- 
Pying their true functions, é.e., the tacti- 
tal leaders and the tactical instructors of 
their commands.” 


General Staff School. 


Col. Willey Howell, director of the 
General Staff School, in the course of his 
remarks states that the spirit of the class 
Mas been excellent throughout the course. 

eir interest and enthusiasm,” he says, 
has been manifested in many ways on 
many occasions. These factors, together 
With the co-operation of the members of 
the class and their visible desire to get the 
Most out of their studies, have contributed 
Mm a notable manner to what may be re- 
corded as a very successful school year.”

Col. H. J. Brees, Cav., in command of 
the School of the Line, in his report states 
that out of a class of 194 officers 179 grad- 
uated, four failed to complete the course 
for various reasons and eleven were not 
graduated. Among other things, in speak- 
ing of tactical education, he says: 

“Most officers are quite familiar with 
the technical duties, so to speak, of their 
own arms, but even in their own arms 
there is a lack of tactical education and 
training. A very great number of officers 
arriving here are woefully ignorant of the 
arms of the Service other than their own. 
As a result we have found it necessary to 
incorporate in our course and take up con- 
siderable amount of time in the study of 
the tactics and technique and the powers 
and limitations of the separate arms. 

“This will always be necessary unless 
officers detailed to this school are given 
this instruction in the Special Service 
Schools or are required to prepare them- 
selves along such lines as a prerequisite 
for admission here. It is believed that a 
brief refresher course along these lines will 
always be necessary as a preliminary to 
the real work of this school, but it is 
hoped that as our school system becomes 
more stabilized this course can be mate- 
rially reduced.” 


COL. F. C. MARSHALL, U.S.A., 
PRAISES THE CAVALRY SCHOOL. 


Col. F. C. Marshall; U.S.A., office of 
the Chief of Cavalry, who is on an inspec- 
tion trip of all Cavalry units, has just 
completed looking over the Cavalry School 
at Fort Riley and reports that all activi- 
ties at the school are in most excellent 
shape. 

The colonel’s visit to Fort Riley con- 
vinced him that the training and instruc- 
tion carried on here were of an exceedingly 
high degree and that the courses were well 
planned. 








GENERAL PERSHING 
DECORATED BY POLISH MINISTER. 


General Pershing was decorated by the 
newly appointed Polish Minister, Dr. 
Wroblewski, assisted by the military at- 
taché, Major Mach, at the Polish Legation 
on Nov. 22, with the Polish decorations 
“Virtuti Militari” and “Polonia Restituta.” 
These decorations were bestowed upon 
General Pershing by decree of the Polish 
government dated Feb. 12 and March 29, 
1922, respectively. 

The Order of Virtuti Militari is the old- 
est Polish military decoration and was 
founded by the authority of the King of 
Poland about 1792 and _ re-established, 
after Poland regained its independence, by 
the act of Aug. 1 This decoration 
is worn by the commander-in-chief of the 
Polish army and Marshal Foch. The Or- 
der of Polonia Restituta was established 
Feb. 4, 1921, and is conferred upon those 
who by their deeds contributed to the re- 
-building and re-establishment of Poland. 


COMMUNICATION SYSTEMS 
FOR TARGET RANGES. 


The Signal Corps is contemplating re- 
vising plans for the communication sys- 
tem of target ranges and in connection 
therewith will present to the Services a 
question as to whether the present annun- 
ciatory system can be discarded and re- 
placed by telephones. 

The target ranges referred to are those 
used by small arms. These and other 
questions will be presented in such a way 
as to obtain the best views and opinions 
of those arms of the Service using target 
ranges. 





SAILING OF U.S.A.T. THOMAS 
POSTPONED TO DEC. 12. 


The sailing of the U.S.A.T. Thomas 
from San Francisco for Honolulu, Guam 
and Manila has been postponed from Dec. 
5 to Dee. 12, 1922. 


SHORTAGE OF FUEL OIL FUNDS 
CRIPPLES TANK ACTIVITIES. 


The shortage of appropriations for gaso- 
line, oil and grease for adequate training 
activities of the Tank units is a serious 
problem confronting the War Department. 
Due to this curtailment in funds. training 
activities of the Tank units will be con- 
ducted only part of the time. 

The appropriations for the fiscal year 
1923 provided for $196 to be expended on 
a Tank platoon. In this connection refer- 
ence is made. to the light platoon, which 
is composed of nine tanks. Out of this 
$196 gasoline, lubricating oil and grease 
must be purchased. Any one familiar 
with the operation of a tank knows that 
the machinery requires a tremendous 
amount of lubricants. It is such a seri- 
ous matter that it is stated that this will 
permit only six of the nine tanks in a 
platoon to drill about three months out 
of the twelve. This will seriously affect 
the operation of the Tank School at Camp 
Meade, where training activities go on the 
year around. ‘The heavy platoons will 
perform only when deemed absolutely 





essential. 





COMMITTEES OF THE SENATE. 


Curiously enough, the recent primary 
and election created four vacancies on the 
Senate Military Committee and the same 
number on the Naval Affairs Committee. 
The retirement of Senator Charles A. 
Rawson of Iowa creates a vacancy on the 
Military Committee at this session, and 
the resignation of Senator Newberry of 
Michigan a vacancy on the Naval Affairs 
Committee. The other vacancies will not 
exist until after March 4. 

As usual after an election, there was 
much talk of a revolution in the selection 
of committees of both Houses. Senator 
LaFollette in a statement announced that 
a group which he claims to lead, referred 
to as radical progressives, will demand a 
new deal in the organization of both 
Houses. Stories are being published that 
Senator Lodge will be displaced as ma- 
jority leader and in this connection Chair- 
man Wadsworth of the Military Commit- 
tee is among those mentioned as his suc- 
cessor. However, not until after March 
4, and maybe in December, 1923, will the 
Senate and House be organized by the 
members elected at last election, and by 
that time much of the unfriendlr spirit 
— the present leaders is apt to sub- 
side. 

The members that will leave the Mili- 
tary Committee on March 4 are Senators 
Sutherland of West Virginia, New of In- 
diana and Hitchcock of Nebraska. ‘Those 
who will leave the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee will be Senators Poindexter of Wash- 
ington, France of Maryland and Page of 
Vermont. The retirement of both Chair- 
man Page and Senator Poindexter makes 
Senator Hale of Maine the ranking Repub- 
lican on the Naval Affairs Committee. 
There is little doubt that Senator Hale 
will become the chairman of the Naval 
Affairs Committee and thus occupy a 
place on the committee which was for- 
merly held by his father. It is too early 
to predict who will fill the other vacan- 
cies on the committee. The change makes 
Senator Ball of Delaware one of the con- 
ferees. 

It is generally thought that Representa- 
tive Frank L. Greene, who succeeds Sena- 
tor Page from Vermont, will be assigned 
to the Military Committee. The Senate 
usually assigns to a committee the mem- 
bers who are especially qualified for duty 
upon that committee. For this reason 
Senator-elect Greene has already been se- 
lected, according to reports, for the Mili- 
tary Committee. 


WASHINGTON TO HAVE RIDING 
PARK WITH SERIES OF JUMPS. 


Col. George Vidmer, executive officer, 
office of the Chief of Cavalry, has been 
designated by the officer in charge of pub- 
lic buildings and grounds for the District 
of Columbia as his representative for the 
improvement of a riding park in Wash- 
ington. A plot of ground just south of 
the Tourist Camp in South Potomac Park 
has been selected for this purpose, and it 
is planned to proceed with the work as 
soon as practicable. 

The calling together of a committee of 
well-known horsemen by Colonel Vidmer 
led to the proposal of a plan to construct 
around the perimeter of this park a series 
of jumps of various kinds, all to be three 
feet high, twenty-four feet long and per- 
manent; and all green jumps to be grow- 
ing hedges. At the eastern end of this 
park there will be constructed about twen- 
ty additional jumps of the type generally 
found in international horse shows. Those 
around the perimeter will be of the type 
usually encountered cross-country. In ad- 
dition there will be a certain number of 
adjustable training jumps. The grounds 
have been already plowed and disked, all 
holes filled, stones and foreign matter gath- 
ered up and a promise has been made of 
all material necessary for the construc- 
tion of the jumps. 

The present question is one of labor. It 
is believed that having such a park adja- 
cent to the riding path would be of such 
great advantage to the horseback riders 
of Washington, and be such a necessary 
addition to the national capital, that all 
horsemen ought to support the project. It 
is proposed to raise enough funds to con- 
struct sufficient jumps of various types to 
meet the immediate needs. 


AMERICAN AVIATORS HAVE 
CHANCE TO WIN 25 GUINEA PRIZE. 
The Council of the Royal Aeronautical 

Society of England has offered an annual 

prize of twenty-five guineas for the best 


paper on some subject of a technical na- 
ture in the science of aeronautics. Other 
things being equal, preference will be given 
to papers which relate to airships. 

As the prize is open to international 
competition, American aviators have an 
excellent opportunity to try for it.

‘Those organizations which 
were barred by distance and expense from 
being personally represented responded by 
sending encouraging letters in support of 
the new organization. 

An organization was formed, to be 
known as the Marine Corps Veterans’ As- 
sociation, and the following officers were 
elected: Commandant, Maj. 8. W. Brews- 
ter, U.S.M.C., retired; first aid, Phil L. 
Specht, Pittsburgh, Pa.; second aid, 
Thurston J. Davies, Baltimore, Md. ; third 
aid, Corlis Carpenter, Galveston, Texas; 
fourth aid, not yet appomted (to be from 
west coast) ; adjutant, Miss Ray Sawyer, 
U.S.M.C.R., New York; paymaster, Capt. 
Joseph Watson, USMS, retired, New 
York ; quartermaster, Lieut. Paul ¥. How- 
ard, U.S.M.C., retired, Brooklyn. 

A membersiiip drive is now being carried 
on and all Marines and ex-Marines are 
urged to join before January and be car- 
ried as charter members.

Outside of the general aims of Ameri- 
canization, welfare work for ex-Marines 
and the necessary legislative program, one 
of the chief objects of the new organiza- 
tion will be the preservation of the his- 
tory, ideals and traditions of the Marine 
Corps. 

All persons who received an honorable 
discharge from the Marine Corps, or who 
left the Marine Corps under honorable 
conditions, as well as those now in the 
Service or in the Marine Corps Reserve, 
under an honorable status, are eligible to 
membership. Membership is also open to 
the Marines who served in the Civil War 
or in any of the various expeditions of the 
Marine Corps in the Philippines, Cuba, 
Haiti, Porto Rico, Santo Domingo, etc., 
but who are not eligible to reomang: 5 | in 
the American Legion or Veterans of For- 
eign Wars.

Selected for Demotion 


The Secretary of War on Nov. 23 sent 
to the White House the nominations of 
958 first lieutenants to be demoted to sec 
ond lieutenants. This includes Sol M. Lip- 
man, Cav., No. 9405. On Nov. 22 Fred ©. 
Sherrill, 9404, was on the list to be de- 
moted, but through the approval of the 
application of a captain for discharge, he 
escaped. ‘This indicates how the high 
point of first lieutenants to be demoted has 
been shifting from day to day. 

It is stated that as soon as a quorum 
of the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs can be secured, these nominations 
will be reported favorably to the Senate. 
This is apt to come at any day, as Chair- 
man Wadsworth is anxious to co-operate 
with the War Department in working out 
these reductions. 

A peculiar situation confronts the Dick- 
man board in connection with the demo- 
tions from first lieutenant to second lieu- 
tenant. The majors and captains who 
have been demoted now hold recess com- 
missions. It is not necessary for their 
nominations te be confirmed until March 
4. On this account all of the demoted offi- 
cers who have received notice from the 
War Department need not worry about 
their confirmation. Their nominations will 
not be sent to the Senate until The Adju- 
tant General's office has had time to pre- 
pare their papers. ‘The Adjutant Cen- 
eral’'s force is working overtime on other 
features of the Dickman board’s recom- 
mendations and has been extremely busy 
this week preparing the papers for the 
nominations of demoted first lieutenants. 

Another curious feature of the situation 
is that some first lieutenants may be nomi- 
nated for the grade of second lieutenant 
and yet never be demoted. The fact that 
they are confirmed in the grade of second 
lieutenant will not affect their status uatil 
they receive official notice from the War 
Department. In order to be sure that it 
has sufficient leeway the War Department 
will probably send up some nominations 
for a group of first lieutenants to be sec- 
ond lieutenants that will not be reached 
in the demotion process. All the legal au- 
thorities agree on the proposition that an 
officer is not demoted until he is so noti- 
fied by the War Department. His con- 
firmation by the Senate may mean nothing 
if he is abeve the line to which it will be 
necessary in working out the demotion 


process. 

Although the figures have not yet been 
compiled, a review of the proceedings of 
the board indicates that the number of 
voluntary separations from the active list 
of the Army will exceed the involuntary 
or eliminations. It is estimated that there 
will be two and a half or three times as 
many voluntary separations as involun- 
tary or eliminations. The total elimina- 
tion of both classes, it is said in some 
quarters, due to the use of demotion, will 
be between 800 and 900. 

Despite the efforts of its members to 
speed up action there will probably be 
some cases pending before it up to the lat- 
ter part of December. Even this week 
there were some new notices sent out of 
cancellations of discharge orders. There 
were also some cases in which officers, 
who had been notified of their elimination 
and afterwards of the cancellations of 
elimination, had these cancellations with- 
drawn and the original orders for discharge 
were allowed to stand, at the request of 
the officers concerned. 


RECRUITING AUTHORIZED FOR 
AIR SERVICE TECH. SCHOOL. 


Authority has been granted by The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army to recruit sev- 
eral hundred men for the various courses 
offered in the Air Service Technical School, 
Rantoul, Ill. At the present time there 
are approximately 300 men undergoing in- 
struction, while the capacity of the school 
is between and 700. 

In all there are about eighteen courses, 
on the completion of which any man is 
considered an expert in his particular 
trade and can command recognition in 
civil occupation. The enlistments are for 
three years. 


BIGNS IN TOWNS NEEDED 


FOR CROSS-COUNTRY FLIGHTS. 
It has been called to the attention of 
the Secretary of the Navy that the pilots 
of aircraft in cross-country flights often 
find it difficult to navigate with any de- 
gree of accuracy, particularly so during 
bad weather. It would be a great aid to 
the pilots if some method could be evolved 
by which they could identify at once the 
towns over which they are flying, whereby 
they could correct their positions. Often 
they are compelled to fly at a very low 
altitude in order to ascertain their posi- 
tion, which practice endangers their own 
lives as well as the lives of the civilian 
population. 
uch practices would not be necessary 
if the name of the town were painted in 
large letters on the roof of a_ building 
which would be discernible at a high alti- 
tude, and on the roof of the railway sta- 
tions. It would be a simple matter for 
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tions have been made that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission propose such a 
method to the roads. 

Some time ago the Postoffice Depart- 
ment made an attempt to arouse public 
sentiment in a similar proposition, some 
few towns of which responded, but sutffi- 
cient interest was not created, which made 
the marking of the towns along the air- 
— of any appreciable advantage to the 
airmen. 


FRENCH WILL REFUSE TO RATIFY 


THE WASHINGTON NAVAL TREATY. 


Georges Leygues, chairman of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee of the French 
Chamber of Deputies, stated on Nov. 22 
that his committee had definitely decided 
to reiect the Washington naval treaty. 

“If we ever approve it there will be so 

many vital reservations to the treaty that 
it will not be recognizable,” M. Leygues 
said. “We will refuse to accept naval 
equality with Italy because France faces 
two seasand hasa vast empire only eight- 
een hours from Marseilles. We refuse to 
accept the post-war naval rations instead 
ef pre-war, because the former proposal 
penalizes France for making a huge mili- 
tary effort during the war at the expense 
of naval effort. Also we oppose the Root 
submarine resolution. 
_ “Ir will be impossible for France to 
increase her navy for some years, possibly 
fourteen years, but French national pride 
has been deeply wounded. A vote will be 
overwhelmingly against the treaty. No 
one favors it except a few communists.” 

This view of the French position was 
set forth two weeks ago by Capt. Dudley W. 
Knox, U.S.N., retired, in his article on 
“Why the French Hesitated to Ratify the 
Naval Treaty.” 


AMERICAN F. OF L. REJECTS 
ANTI-WAR INVITATION. 


he Executive Council of the American 
Federation of Labor, in session in Wash- 
ington on Nov. 22, decided not to partici- 
pate in the international labor anti-war 
conference to be held at The Hague on 
Dee. 10. The principal reason set forth 
was that attendance at the convention 
would bind the American Federation of 
Labor in advance to the support of an in- 
ternational strike in the event of any war, 
regardless of whether such a war might 
be purely defensive. To this the Federa- 
tion was unwilling to agree. 

The Federation pointed out also that 
the conference was bound in advance to 
a declaration in favor of nationalization of 
wealth in the form of raw materials and 
even manufactured products, proposals 
which were unacceptable. Further objec- 
tion was found to the fact that the agenda 
made inadmissible any new and original

IKE all human institutions, the 
L United States Military Academy at 

West Point can be criticized from 
many directions. Unlike many human in- 
stitutions, it has a record of achievement 
on the part of its graduates, not only in 
peace and war in the military service, but 
also in peace in every conceivable walk of 
life, which, through a continuous period 
of more than one hundred and twenty 
years, has amply justified the foresight of 
George Washington and those of his con- 
temporaries who urged its establishment. 
The money it has cost the people of the 
United States has been repaid to them 
many thousand-fold throughout the more 
than a century of its existence. 

One of the most important rocks in its 
strong foundation has always been the 
careful, personal, daily attention received 
by every eadet in every recitation and 
every action required of him. A large part 
of this instruction and attention has come, 
and still comes, from the active officers of 
the line of the Army who, carefully picked 
out by the heads of the academic depart- 
ments, are detailed as instructors for 
periods of four years. 


Petty Economy in Officer Reduction 


Congress, without other excuse than 
petty economy, and under the false leader- 
ship of Mr. Anthony, chairman of the War 
Department sub-committee of the House 
Appropriations Committee, and others of 
his ilk, hag seen fit to reduce the number 
of officers to 12,000 in the face of the 
insistence of the War Department that 
the measures which Congress has itself 
laid down for the Regular Establishment 
could not be performed with less than 13,- 
000 officers. 

The War Department as a consequence 
is faced with the difficult problem of how 
to make 12,000 officers fit where 13,000 are 
absolutely essential. The inevitable result 
has been that every branch department 
must lose a number of officers who are 
considered absolutely essential if the 
proper work assigned is to be efficiently 
carried on. 

In its effort to solve this difficult prob- 
lem it has been decided to relieve thirty 
of the instructors now at the Military 
Academy by Jan. 1. 


Military Academy Hard Hit 


It is understood that the Academic 
Council considers it absolutely impracti- 
cal to carry on the methods of instruction 
which have obtained up, to the present if 
this reduction in» the number of officers 
takes place. In other words, the stand- 
ard of instruction, which is the basis of 
the success of the Academy, will have to 
be lowered. The officer ordered to che 
Academy expects to stay there four years. 
He makes his family and personal arrange- 
ments accordingly. The period of four 
years has been set because considered the 
minimum at which the greatest value to 
the Academy can be gotten from a detailed 
instructor. The change every four years 
18 considered essential becaus? experienc? 
has shows that a line officer who stays 
away from troops more than that period 
commences to hose touch. The tremen-

Actual Ship Scrapping in 
Abeyance 

HAT Great Britain, Japan and the 

United States have anticipated the 

final adoption of the Naval Treaty 
by scrapping ships which substantially af- 
fect their sea power is the false impres- 
sion given periodically by public speakers 
and the press. It is true that a few ships 
have been eliminated, but only those of an 
age or type which rendered them of prac- 
tically no naval value. Like many of their 
predecessors, they would have gone in the 
same way regardless of the Washington 
Conference. 

Tentative steps have been taken to scrap 
other semi-obsolete ships without destroy- 
ing the possibility of easy restoration. 
But no nation has yet done any scrapping 
that substantially reduces its strength on 
the sea. Moreover, the recently announced 
building programs of Britain and Japan 
will compensate for all the scrapping pro- 
jected by them before and after the treaties 
become effective. Manifestly, the impres- 
sion being created in this country, of some 
great voluntary self-sacrificing conversion 
of battleships into plowshares, is false. 

Obsolescent British Ships Sold 

Great Britain is the pacemaker for such 
actual scrapping as has been in progress 
in advance of final treaty adoption. Out 
of twenty capital ships designated in the 
treaty for scrapping she has already sold 
eight under terms which require the ships 
to be broken up. Most of these eight ships 
are close to the age of obsolescence. They 
represent a residue from a considerable 
number of other vessels of similar type 
and age which were virtually scrapped 
before the conference met. But there is 
no element of self-sacrifice in this British 
scrapping. It is a plain business propo- 
sition. 

_ The close of the war found Britain with 
a great surplus of semi-obsolete ships, com- 
pared with other navies, far beyond any 
possible requirements before the ships 
must become wholly valueless. The policy 
was adopted to sell or scrap many such 
ships solely for the purpose of saving 
heavy maintenance costs. None of the 
British scrapping so far accomplished, or 
definitely projected, will materially alter 
British sea power relative to other nations. 

The United States has actually sold’ for 
scrapping two battleships completed twen- 
ty-one years ago. Five others ‘eighteen 
years old have been designated for sale. 
Since twenty years is supposed to be the 
age limit of naval utility, there is nothing 
startling or self-sacrificing in the above 
action on our part. In years gone by we 
have done the same with many ships in a 
similar status. The passing of these seven 
antiquated veterans will have no apprecia- 
ble effect upon the power of our Navy. 

The scrapping of what will really count, 
the eleven partially completed new and 
powerful capital ships, is positively held in 
abeyance until the treaty becomes effective. 
The $70,000,000 that will be needed for 
this work is not yet even appropriated. 


Scrapping in Name Only 


Japan has done the least towards pre- 
treaty scrapping. Of the ten old ships 
designated by the treaty for elimination 
not a single one has been rendered incapa- 
ble of future combatant use, possibly ex- 
cepting two that are very antiquated in- 
deed. From some of the others the tur- 
rets and guns have been removed. But 
this is not scrapping in any sense. Tur- 
rets and guns may be easily, quickly and 
cheaply replaced. Of Japan’s six mod- 
ern, partially completed ships four only 
were earmarked for scrapping; two being 
designated for conversion into airplane 
carriers. No permanent step has been 
taken towards scrapping ships in this cate- 
gory. 

When we consider the foregoing in con- 
nection with the fact that the new build- 
ing programs of Japan and Great Britain 
will more than make up for their losses in 
strength due to the final consummation of 
all their projected and completed scrap- 
ping the folly of atta¢hing anv sentimen- 
tal value to the comparatively small 
amount of scrapping already accomplished 
is apparent. 


Reserve Officers’ Association 
Already at Work 
HE Reserve Officers’ Association of 
the United States, which was initi- 
ated by a National Convention held 
in Washington the first part of October, 
is rapidly being organized through the 
formation all over the courtry of State 
Associations. 

Each convention held for the purpose of 
forming a State Association has expressed 
very vigorously, not only its wishes with 
respect to Reserve officers, but also with 
respect to the carrying out of the Na- 
tional Defense act as a whole. 

The past week both New Jersey and 
Ohio have organized through state conven- 
tions. Ip each case the resolutions have 
emphasized the necessity of Congress mak- 
ing sufficient appropriations to carry out 
our first and only military policy, the Na- 
tional Defense act. In each case the con- 
vention has disapproved of drastic reduc- 
tions in the strength of the permanent es- 
tablishment, and urged that it be restored 
to 175,000 enlisted men and a proportion- 
ate number of commissioned officers. 

The work done so far, in the less than 
two months since the organization of this 
association was begun, shows not only that 
it fills a long-felt want on the part of the 
Reserve officer, but also that the Reserve 
officer, while anxious to be put on the 
proper footing, fully understands the re- 
sponsibility imposed upon him with re- 
spect to the whole question of national de- 
fense, and tLat he intends to live up to it 
by carrying on a vigorous campaign 
against those who are indifferent, or op- 
posed. 


A Lesson for Pacifists and 
Other Impractical Idealists 


OTHING was ever accomplished 
N in this world without ideals. 
Nothing was ever accomplished 
by an idealist except by recognition of and 
building upon the practical hard facts of 
life as they are. The impractical idealist 
always fails from two shortcomings—lack 
of patience and unwillingness to believe 
that anyone outside of himself or herself 
can be actuated by anything other than 
unworthy motives. 

The Washington Arms Conference was 
formed by idealists who hoped to find 
practical means of limiting the possibiilty 
of war within the near future, insofar as 
various naval powers were concerned. The 
impractical idealist joined with the ene- 
mies of this country in attempting to use 
the Washington Arms Conference as a 
means of disarming us completely upon 
the seas and thereby bringing about not 
the peace which they desired, but freedom 
of opportunity to invaders. 

In the opening session of the conference 
Mr. Balfour for Great Britain, Briand for 
France, Admiral Kato for Japan and 
Schanza for Italy, in their speeches, while 
expressing their greatest sympathy per- 
sonally and on the part of their fellow 
countrymen for the objects which the con- 
ferencce was summoned to attain, pointed 
out that nothing would be acceptable 
which could be considered as menacing the 
national safety and security of each of 
their countries. 

In other words, while sympathetic with 
and anxious to bring about the admirable 
purpose for which the conference was 
formed, they plainly stated, so it would 


not be misunderstood, that the hard, prac- 
tical fact of national security must be the 
foundation of any treaty into which they 
entered. 

A news dispatch from Paris says that 
the chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the French Chamber of Dep- 
uties has stated that France will refuse 
to ratify the naval treaties, or will make 
such reservations as to make them un- 
recognizable. 

A summing up of the long statement as 
to the reasons for this attitude simply 
comes to the fact that the naval inferior- 
ity to which the French would be sub- 
jected, should they accept these treaties, 





they consider to be incompatible with na- 
tional safety, if for no other reason than 
that they must keep open the sea routes 
between France in Eurepe and the tre- 
mendous France in Africa, upon which 
they are so dependent for supplies in peace 
and war. 

The time has come when American paci- 
fists must be made to understand that the 
American who believes in the security of 
this country, and demands that the proper 
steps be taken to insure it, is not actuated 
by unworthy motives, but far from it, be- 
lieves in the ideals which this country 
represents and their preservation, and is 
willing to make the sacrifices which are 
necessary to insure their continuance. 

i plies so far received by the ARMY 

AND Navy JOURNAL in its referen- 
dum on the two proposed twenty-five-year 
retirement bills, and the steady stream of 
votes still pouring into this office, convince 
us that the question of a just and equita- 
ble retirement for enlisted men is one of 
the most important issues in the Army to- 
day. And as the welfare of the people de- 
pends to a large extent upon the power 
represented by the Army, the issue is im- 
portant to the nation as a whole. 

So far the returns coming in are over- 
whelmingly in favor of the Fish bill, but 
many suggestions have been made for alter- 
ing the bill to make it more practicable 
and to cover more fully the needs of the 
Service. A perusal of the hundreds of 
letters coming into this office shows c 
clusively that— 


1. The enlisted men are in favor of 
retiring after twenty-five years’ ser- 
vice. 


2. That they are in favor of a rate 
of 7 that will assure the minimum 
of $100 a month on the retired list. 


8. That the proposal of taxing each 
soldier a small percentage of his ac- 
tive duty pay for the creation of a re- 
tirement fund to operate in conjunc- 
tion with the War Department appro- 
priation for retired pay and assure 
the $100 a month minimum has prac- 
tically no objectors among those in -: 
grades two to seven, and a negligible 
number in grade one, where a few of 
the master sergeants hold the fear that 
their retired pay would be $100, or in 
any event something less than the 
$133.87 which existing law gives the 
first grade. This fear should be en- 
tirely removed by a more definite 
statement as to the various rates of 
pay in each grade. 

4. That the vote as received being 
so infinitesimally small for the straight 
twenty-five-year retirement bill, and 
so almost unanimously for the Fish 
bill, the Fish bill is the one that should 
be taken up and moulded into proper 
legislative form. 

5. That the workings of the Civil 
Service Retirement bill, now a law 
for several years, might furnish a 
guide in determining the amount and 
manner of monthly deductions 
active service pay to create the en- 
listed men’s retirement fund. 

6. That there are many non-coms. 
who now have to their credit on ac- 
count of foreign duty and war ser- 
vice in enlistments begun prior to 
Aug. 24, 1912, a double-time count 
toward thirty-year retirement. This 
credit should stand in computation of 
time for retirement at twenty-five 
years. 

7. That if these above mentioned 
desiderata are put into proper legal 
form and the Finance Department 
furnish a statement to accompany the 
Fish bill as so rewritten, there should 
be an excellent outlook for a favorable 
vote on this measure that is designed 
not only to reward the faithful ser- 
vants of the Government, but to at- 
tract a desirable element of our youth 
to the Service 


Congressman Fish of New York, father 
of the retirement bill (H.R. 12106), has 
expressed a desire to confer with repre- 
sentatives of the Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL to learn the views of the enlisted men. 
These the JourNnat will be able to state 
from the votes and letters reaching this 
office. The bill no doubt will be rewrit- 
ten and reintroduced, all of which will 
take time.

A very successful convention of the ad- 
jutants general of the 7th Corps Area was 
held in Omaha, Nebr., on Nov. 16 anl 17. 
Many points were plainly discussed and 
many matters pertaining to supply of the 
National Guard in the corps area were 


straightened out by the adjutants general, 
their staffs, the corps area commander 
and the staff and supply officers of the 7th 
Corps Area. Further steps in the im- 
provement of affairs were taken by the 
convention by recommending certain meas- 
ures to the War Department through the 
commanding general of the 7th Corps 


rea. 

One of the happiest features of the con- 
vention, and one that boded well for the 
solidarity of the Army of the United 
States, was the better understanding ar- 
rived at between the National Guard and 
the Regular Army. At a luncheon given 
in the Chamber of Commerce by the offi- 
cers of the corps area headquarters to the 
visiting National Guard officers, Brig. Gen. 
George B. Duncan, U.S.A., commanding 
the corps area, introduced Brig. Gen. Han- 
son E. Ely, U.S.A., commandant of the 
General Service Schools, Fort Leaven- 
worth. General Ely, in the course of his 
remarks, likened the Army of the United 
States to a partnership of three members, 
the Regular Army, the National Guard. 
and the Organized Reserve. He expressed 
his belief that the National Guard and Or- 
ganized Reserve, from their observation of 
the attitude of the Regular Army toward 
them, could not but believe, irrespective 
of what they might have thought in the 

st, that the Regular Army is now do- 
ing everything in its power for them. The 
general suggested that the time is now 
ripe for reciprocity. He expressed his be- 
lief that the National Guard as a partner 
should support the Regular Army with 
equal devotion. 

On the evening of the same day the Na- 
tional Guard officers gave a dinner in the 
Hotel Fontenel for the corps area com- 
mander and the officers of corps area head- 
quarters. General Paul, adjutant general 
of Nebraska, was toastmaster. Referring 
to General Ely’s address at noon, he stated 
that immediately after the war he had a 
ge deal of feeling against the Regulars. 

e said that when a certain National 
Guard officer had proclaimed that it should 
be one of the primary duties of the Na- 
tional Guard to “smash the Regular 
Army,” that he had been heartily in ac- 
cord with the idea. But now, he said, he 
was convinced that the Re r Army was 
doing everything possible for the National 
Guard, that the National Guard should 
take up its full duties as a partner in the 
concern, that it should do whatever it 
could for the Regular Army. 

Ags toastmaster, General. Paul called 
upon General Raupp, adjutant general of 
Missouri, and General Lascher, adjutant 
general of Iowa, who successively ex- 
pressed the same ideas as expressed by 
General Paul. 

General Paul then called upon General 
Duncan. In response the general ex- 
pressed his pleasure at the attitude of the 
adjutants general present. He also com- 
plimented them upon the clear and effi- 
cient manner in which their convention 
had presented to the corps area headquar- 
ters and the War Department the meas- 
ures necessary for the betterment of the 
National Guard in the corps area. 


QUARTERS DECISION HURTS 
NATIONAL GUARD OFFICERS. 


The recent decision of the Comptroller 
General on commutation of quarters is 
proving very embarrassing to National 
Guard officers who are attending Service 
schools. Some of the officers took their 
wives with them, assuming, as the War 
Department did, that they were entitled 
to the rental allowance as set forth plainly 
in the Service Pay act. In some cases, 
they received the rental allowance for the 
first month at school and now this amount 
is being deducted from their pay. It is a 
real hardship to officers of moderate cir- 


cumstances. 
The Chief of the Militia Bureau has 


published the following circular letter re- 
garding the decision: 

With regard to commutation of quarters while 
in attendance at encampments, the Comptroller

BUDGET BUREAU RECOMMENDS 
APPROPRIATIONS FOR N.G. 1924. 


The Bureau of the Budget has recom- 
mended that $33,910,022 be appropriated 
for the activities of the National Guard 
for the fiscal year 1924. This statement 
is qualified, however, that the above 
amount be appropriated on the basis that 
the Regular Army will turn over to the 
National Guard 2,445 animals for its use. 
The estimates are also based on the sup- 
position that no new units will be feder- 
ally recognized during the fiscal year 1924 
except such as are necessary to complete 
the organizations already partially com- 
pleted, and that the strength of the Na- 
tional Guard during the fiscal year 1924 
shall be limited to 215,000. 

For the fiscal year 1923 appproximately 
$30,000,000 was recommended. This was 
cut down by Congress to $25,765,000, 
which cut seriously restricted the various 
training and organization work of the 
Guard; but notwithstanding this reduc- 
tion Ls National Guard made an excellent 
record. 


132D INFANTRY, ILL. N.G., 
GETS HIGH PRAISE. 

An official report on the field inspection 
of the 132d Infantry, Ill.N.G., Col. W. E. 
Swanson, while at Camp Grant, IIL, July 
8 to 22 last, gives it the following high 
commendation :

of the Guard. Above all things, it will no 
disturb the existing organization. 

The National Guard was on Oct. 31 g 
a strength of 163,070 and the new authop. 
ization would be approximately 250,00, 
In some quarters it is believed that this 
strength can be fixed without additiong) 
legislation and that the War Department 
is authorized to make the arrangement 
through regulations. 

It is understood that the board is ap. 
proaching this decision through the test. 
mony of the state adjutants general who 
have appeared before it and the reports 
that are coming both from the corps areg 
commanders and the state authorities,

CHANGES IN NATIONAL GUARD 


REGULATIONS, 1922, 


The Secretary of War directs that the 
following changes in National Guard Reg. 
ulations, 1922, be published, and they ap 
pear in Circular Letter 88, Oct. 24, 1922, 


Militia Bureau: 

1007. In time of peace, the appointment of 
warrant officers in the National Guard will be 
limited to band leaders. ‘The band leader (war. 
rant officer) of a National Guard regiment will 
be appointed by the governor of the state to 
which is allotted the service company of thai 
regiment. Warrants will be issued by, or by 
order of, the appointing power, who will be 
the judge of the professional qualifications of an 
applicant for appointment. 

1008. A band leader should be of such char 
acter and age as to be able properly to enforce 
discipline in the band section of the service 
company. Unless especially authorized by the 
Militia Bureau, for reasons duly presented and 
considered, no band leader will be federally 
recognized who is less than twenty-five or more 
than fifty years of age at the time of original 
appointment. 

1008%. The appointments of warrant officers 
are terminated (1) by death; (2) when they 
reach the age of sixty-four years; (3) by dis 
charge for physical disability on recommendation 
of a board of Medical officers; (4) upon re 
ceipt by them of notification of acceptance by 
proper authority of resignation; (5) by dis 
charge upon recommendation of an efficiency 
board; (6) when dropped from the rolls for 
an absence without leave for three months; 
(7) on sentence of imprisonment by a eivi 
court, whether suspended or not; (8) by dix 
missal pursuant to sentence of a court-martial. 

1009. The moral character, capacity and 
eral fitness for the Service of a warrant officer 
may, at any time, be determined by an efficiency 
board of three commissioned officers. i 
board will be similarly constituted, and wil 
have the same powers, as the board provided 
for in Par. 294. 

1010. Application for Federal recognition of 
a band leader (warrant officer) will be m 
by the Adjutant General of the state direct 
to the Militia Bureau. The application will b 
in the same form as that prescribed in the case 
of commissioned officers and will be accompanied 
by the papers listed in Par. 213. 


CIVIC BODIES CAN HELP

“Our Regular Army has been reduced 
to a mere skeleton force The least the 
nation should expect as some safeguar 
against this lowering of the safety limit 
is a better-balanced National Guard equi> 
ment. ‘To discover that this branch of our 
defenses is also subject to the fatal tinker- 
ing spirit, so soon after a law was 
to place the Guard on a Federally recos 
nized footing, arouses memories of 0 
days when preparedness was expensl 
sacrificed on the altar of economy.”—

ARMY SERVICE CAPS AVAILABLE 
FOR NATIONAL GUABD.

George C. Rickards, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau of the War Department, annout 
that the Quartermaster General of 
Army has 165,000 service caps which art 
available for free issue to the National 
Guard.

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Reservists’ Association 
Is Rapidly Progressing 


As a result of the convention of Re- 
grve officers held in Washington, D.C., 
Oct. 2, 3 and 4, the formation of the Re- 
grve Officers’ Association is going on rap- 
jjly all over the country. 

The executive committee, provided for 
by the national constitution, made up of 
the president, three vice presidents, secre- 
tary and treasurer of the national associa- 
tio and nine members chosen from the 
national council of twenty-seven members, 
js rapidly being completed. The members 
already designated have been warned to 
pe ready to meet in Washington probably 
the first week in December, when it is un- 
derstood that the War Department sub- 
emmittee of the House Appropriations 
Committee will take up the question of 
the military appropriations. 

At the same time the executive commit- 
tee, in this its first meeting, will take up 
the questions delegated to it by the na- 
tional convention. It will also consider 
the question of the acceptance of applica- 
tions for corps area and state charters, 
which have commenced to come in. 

The first application for a charter was 
that made by the District of Columbia. 
The others received so far at national head- 
quarters, in the order in which received, 
are the 2d Corps Area chapter, the Illinois 
association, the Wisconsin association 
and the New Jersey association. 

The Ohio application for charter is on 
the way. 

Within the next two weeks a number of 
state conventions are to be held. 

There is every indication that consider- 
ably before Christmas the Reserve Officers’ 
Association will be so far organized as to 
include the states with the greatest popu- 
lation and therefore with the greatest in- 
fluence in Congress.

Reserve officers of Ohio convened in Co- 


lumbus, Nov. 17, with an attendance of 
180 well distributed over the state, and 
organized a state branch of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association and signed the appli- 
cation for a charter. 

The various means for strengthening 
the organization in the state were’ thor- 
oughly discussed and a constitution was 
adopted based upon the national associa- 
tion’s constitution, providing for dividing 
the state into ten districts. 

An organization was effected from those 
present for each district, and a councilor 
from each district was elected, the same 
to constitute the central governing body 
in the state organization. 

Resolutions were adopted calling upon 
Reserve officers in Ohio to join and sup- 
port the organization; endorsing the gen- 
eral provisions of the National Defense 
act; disapproving the drastic reduction 
in the strength of the permanent estab- 
lishment, and urging that it be restored 
to 175,000 enlisted men and proportionate 
commissioned personnel; requesting Con- 
gress to make appropriations for the year 
1923 for the fifteen-day training of one- 
third of the total number of Reserve offi- 
cers now holding commissions, in any case 
not less than 15,000, at an estimated cost 
of $3, ; endorsing the general plan 
outlined by General Pershing in his New 
York speech Nov. 17 in favor of conscrip- 
tion of national resources as well as man 
power, and endorsing the platform and 
resolution adopted by the national body on 
Oct. 3. 

It further resolved, “That this associa- 
tion, composed very largely of men who 
have served as officers in the World War 
who are mindful of their obligations as 
patriotic American citizens to yield disin- 
terested — service to their govern- 
ment in time of peace as well as war, and 
who have accepted commissions in the Or- 
ganized Reserve with the intention of ren- 
dering such service in the way for which 
they are trained and experience best fit 
them, now respectfully demand that Con- 
gress shall keep its compact with them 
and with the American people by making 
the necessary appropriations to enable the 
Organized Reserve to become a real and 
dependable factor in the scheme of national 
defense; to do less than this will be sub- 
versive of the whole spirit of the National 
Defense act and will ruin the chance still 
remaining to utilize the service and secure 
the continued interest of many thousands 
of officers and men whose military train- 
ing and skill have been purchased at such 
a staggering cost to the nation, and which 
constitutes one of the few assets remain- 
ing from the terrible cost of that strug- 


gle.” 
The convention elected the following 
Afficers: President, Col. Edward Orton, 


jr.; vice president, Lieut. Col.'Joseph W. 
‘Viner; secretary, Maj. A. J. Sichtermann ; 
treasurer, Lieut. Col. Edwin R. Sharp. 

In addition to the convention proceed- 
ings a banquet was held at which an en- 
thusiastic group of speakers wrought the 
enthusiasm of all-to a high pitch. After 
the conclusion of the convention Nov. 18 
the majority attended the Iowa-Ohio State 
football game-at the Ohio stadium. 

Resolutions adopted were made available 
ta all members before leaving for their 
tomes to facilitate district organization. 
It is believed that the movement acquired 
good headway, and that Ohio will be found 
maintaining its place in this necessary 
step for national defense.

After Notable Service 


Maj. Gen. James G. Harbord, U.S.A., 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and one of the most 
brilliant and popular officers of our Army, 
who won his way from private to major 
general solely through efficiency, has becn 
placed on the retired list from Dec. 29 next, 
at his own request, after thirty-one years of 
service, over sixteen of which was spent 
abroad under tropical suns, and on frozen 
fields. He is the only major general now 
on the active list who rose from the ranks. 

General Harbord stated in his applica- 
tion that he received an offer of the presi- 
dency of the Radio Corporation of Ameri- 
ca, contingent upon his retirement, “and 
at this time of elimination, by Congres- 
sional action, of hundreds of officers from 
the career to which they had dedicated 
themselves,” said the general, “I feel that 
my retirement, thus saving some man to 
the Army who would otherwise be lost to 
it, and affording promotion to younger ofli- 
cers for whom I step aside, is but con- 
sistent.” 


Secretary Weeks’s Tribute. 


In approving the application Secretary 
of War Weeks said: 

“General Harbord’s retirement is a loss 
to the active forces of the Army which 
cannot be adequately expressed. We have 
not had in our military service, or in our 
government service in any capacity, a 
man of higher qualities or one who has 
inspired in others a greater degree of con- 
fidence. The business he will enter is in 
its infancy, and it will offer full Scope for 
his abilities. That he will prove himself a 
great leader in industry and commercial af- 
fairs seems as certain to me as his great 
leadership in military activities. I have 
an acute sense of personal loss in his go- 
ing. His ability and loyalty have been 
of vital importance to me in administering 
the affairs of the War Department.” 

General Pershing expressed his keen re- 
gret at the retirement of General Harbord 
and also said: 

“His distinguished services abroad and 
throughout his life need not be recounted. 
We shall miss him in our councils. We 
wish him the greatest success in his new 
career, and I predict that his unusual ex- 
perience as an organizer, administrator 
and executive of great enterprises, will in- 
sure his success in the business world.” 

Major General Harbord will be suc- 
ceeded by Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, now 
commanding the 8th Corps Area, and 
Brig. Gen. Edward M. Lewis, is trans- 
ferred from the command of the 2d Divi- 
sion to command the 8th Corps Area. 
General Lewis is to be succeeded by Brig. 
Gen. Dennis E. Nolan, commanding the 
2d Field Artillery, while Brig. Gen. Paul 
B. Malone, commandant of the Infantry 
School, will be assigned to the 2d Field 
Artillery Brigade. 


Has Many Decorations. 


General Harbord for his services in the 
World War was awarded the Army Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal “for his most 
exceptional services as chief of staff of 
the American Expeditionary Forces, and 
later as commanding general, Services of 
Supply, in both of which important posi- 
tions his great constructive ability and 
professional attainments have played an 
important part in the success obtained by 
our Armies. Commanded Marine Brigade 
of 2d Division, Belleau Wood, and later 
ably commanded 2d Division during at- 
tack on Soissons, France, July 18, 1918.” 

He was awarded the Navy Distinguished 
Service Medal “for distinguished service 
in command of the Marine Brigade at the 
Bois de Belleau and Bouresches, near 
Chateau-Thierry, and for co-operation with 
the Navy while in command of the Service 
of Supply in the American Expeditionary 
Forces in France.” 

He received other decorations as fol- 
lows: Knight Commander, St. Michael and 
St. George, Great Britain; Commander, 
Legion of Honor, France; Grand Officer, 
Order of the Crown of Belgium; Com- 


mander, Order of St. Maurice and St. 
Lazarus, Italy; Grand Officer, Prince 
DaDnilo, Montenegro; La _ Solidaridad, 
Panama. 


Enlisted as a Private. 


General Harbord was born in Bloom- 
ington, Ill., March 21, 1866, and would 
not have retired for age until 1930. After 
graduating from the State Agricultural 
College he sont school and was an in- 
structor at college. He enlisted in the 
Regular Army Jan. 10, 1889, as a private 
in Co. A, 4th Inf., at old Fort Spokane, 
Washington Territory. 

Among his varied duties General - Har- 
bord in the fall of 1898 was sent to 
Cuba and early distinguished himself in 
the civil administration of the islands. 
Later he was ordered to Washington as 
assistant chief of the Division of Insu- 
lar Affairs. In 1903 his regiment (11th 
Cavalry) was ordered to the Philippines 
and he went on duty with it, giving up 
his duties in the bureau. 

In the Philippines, upon the recom- 
mendation of Gen. Leonard Wood, he 
was selected to be assistant chief of the 
Philippine Constabulary. He was ed 
to the Moro Province, which at that time 
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Moros was a masterful piece of work 

When Brig. Gen. H. H. Bandholtz wag 
relieved as Chief of Constabulary in 1919 
it was hoped to make Captain Harbord 
chief. Legal difficulties prevented, how. 
ever, and it was possible to do no more 
than designate him acting chief. On Jan 
1, 1914, the “Manchu law” passed by 
Congress forced his detachment from the 
head of the constabulary although Gover. 
nor General Forbes made a_ special pleg 
that the law be dodged. He served op 
the Pacific coast, the Mexican border 
with the General Staff and at the Army 
War College. He was graduated from the 
Infantry and Cavalry School. 


Pershing’s First Chief of Staff. 


General Harbord went to France with 
General Pershing in June, 1917, and was 
his first chief of staff. After the 2d Divi. 
sion had undergone its first front line ex. 
perience, in the Verdun sector, General 
Pershing placed General Harbord in com- 
mand of the 4th Marine Brigade of the 
division, on May 6, 1918. The brigade 
then was quartered in the little towns ad- 
jacent to Grande Surand and was ep. 
gaged in its last intensive training, when 
it received orders to prepare to entrain 
for front line duty on the night after 
May 30. General Harbord established 
his headquarters in the town of Mon. 
treuil and, early on June 1, he was wit- 
nessing the French retreat. When the 
French suggested that the diyision fal] 
back to the Marne to establish a line to 
hold the advancing Germans, General 
Harbord contended with General Bundy 
that if_the division could hold the enemy 
at the Marne it could hold them on a line 
from Torey to Bouresches, which would 
deprive him of approximately eight kilo- 
meters of territory. The soundness of this 
view is a matter of history, and the line 
was held. 

He directed the offensive maneuvers 
that wrested Bouresches and the Belleay 
Wood from the Germans, and on July 14 
he became division commander and started 
the counter-offensive south of Soissons 
that turned the tide of battle. Meantime, 
the Service of Supply had been expanding 
with a rapidity that demanded the diree- 
tion and supervision of a master of ¢o- 
ordination and organization. So General 
Pershing placed General Lejeune in com- 
mand of the 2d Division and General Har- 
bord in command of the Service of Sup- 
ply, the greatest the world has ever known, 
and he put it on a working basis, making 
possible the victories in the Argonne and 
St. Mihiel sectors. 

His last assignment to duty was as 
Deputy Chief of Staff, and a special bill 
passed by Congress made it possible for 
him to be appointed Chief of Staff when 
General Pershing relinquishes that office, 
He holds the degrees of B S., ’86, M.S., 95 
- LL.D., ’20, Kansas Agricultural Col- 
ege. 


GENERAL HINES APPOINTED 
DEPUTY CHIEF OF STAFF. 


Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, U.S.A., who 
has been appointed Deputy Chief of Staff 
to succeed General Harbord, retired at 
his own request, is known as one of the 
ablest officers of the Army and with a dis 
tinguished record of service. 

General Hines was born in West Vir- 
ginia and was graduated from the U.S.M. 
A. in 1891. Among other duties, he served 
in the Santiago campaign, Cuba, June to 
September, 1898, with 2d Infantry; in 
Philippine Insurrection, January to Sep- 
tember, 1901; adjutant general of Punitive 
Expedition into Mexico, March, 1916, to 
February, 1917; and chief of staff of same 
aera, November, 1916, to February, 


17. 

During the World War he left the United 
States for France May 28, 1917; com 
manding 16th Infantry to June, 1918; 
commanding 1st Infantry Brigade, Ist Di- 
vision, to September, 1918; commanding 
4th Division to October, 1918; command- 
ing 3d Army Corps to November 11, 1918 

General Hines was awarded Distin- 
guished Service Cross: “For extraordinary 
heroism in action near Berzy-le-Sec, July 
21, 1918. At a critical time during the 
battle southwest of Soissons, when liaison 
had been broken between the 16th Infan- 
try and 26th Infantry, and repeated ef 
forts to re-establish it had failed, General 
Hines, then in command of the Ist Infan- 
try Brigade, personally went through ter 
rifie artillery fire to the front lines of the 
16th Infantry, located its left flank and 
walking in front of the lines encoura 
the troops by his example of fearlessness 
and disregard of danger. He then suc 
ceeded in finding the right forward ele- 
ment of the 26th Infantry and dir 
the linking up of the two regiments, there 
by enabling the operations to be pus 
forward successfully.” 

He was awarded the Distinguished Ser 
vice Medal: “For exceptionally meritori 
ous and distinguished services as regimen 
tal, brigade, division and corps commander. 
He displayed marked ability in each of the 
important duties with which he was i 
trusted and exhibited in the operations 
near Montdidier and Soissons and in ¢ 
St. Mihiel and Argonne-Meuse offensives 
his high attainment as a soldier and 2 com 
mander.” ;

After service 
in Washington, Fort Delaware and Fort 
Macon, until July, 1871, he was placed on 
signal duty at Fort Whipple, and in the 
office of the Chief Signal Officer until 
June, 1873, when he went tc the Presidio 
at San Francisco. He Was transferred to 
the Ordnance Department in November, 
1874, and served as assistant at Fort 
Monroe Arsenal until April, 1876, when 
he was assigned to duty at New York city. 
He was promoted to captain in 1879; was 
principal assistant to the Chief of Ord- 
nance in Washington from December, 1881, 
until June, 1891, and remained on duty in 
that office until October, 1902, when he 
was assigned to the command of the Sandy 
Hook Proving Ground. He was appointed 
brigadier general, Oct. 9, 1907, and was 
retired for age Dec. 26, 1907. General 
Smith was foremost in bringing about the 
establishment of a Government gun foun- 
dry. For twenty-one years he was in 
charge of gun construction. He was the 
first to take up German ideas in gun 
making. The old cast iron guns of the 
Rodman type were not strong enough for 
rifled 15-inch shot. Wrought iron could 
not be had in large enough pieces. Steel 
ingots, forged, were recognized by Colonel 
Smith as a solution of the problem. He 
led the way in producing heavy guns for 
the Army and Navy. He was some thirty- 
three years in the Ordnance Department.

shall receive an appropriate badge or button, 
and a certificate to that effect. 

(e) That the period of the Blue Course 
shall be as fixed by regulations approved by 
the Secretary of War. All young men who 
successfully complete this course shall receive 
an appropriate badge or button and a certifi- 
cate to that effect. 

(f) The committee further recommends that 
the following rule be applied to such extent 
as may prove to be practicable after due in- 
vestigation: 

Subject to conditions and regulations ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War, any young 
man who is eligible under the conditions stated 
above to enter any one of the courses of the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps, and who, 
while not in attendance at such course in one 
of the camps, shall actually attain the stand- 
ard of training required for such course or 
any part thereof may be granted a certificate 
of qualification in such course or part thereof; 
and such certificate shall receive due weight 
toward qualification for any one of the badges 
or final certificates recommended above. 


3. The committee believes that the 
courses recommended above will assure a 
proper affiliation between the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps an dthe compo- 
nents of ‘the Army of the United States. 


4. The committee makes the following 
recommendations relative to recruiting for 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps: 

(a) The administration of the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps being assigned: by 
the Government to the War Department, in 
accordance with the policy of that Depart- 
ment the responsibility for the procurement 
of candidates rests immediately upon the corps 
area commanders. 

(b) Sinee a primary object of the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps is to further the 
means of national defense, it is important that 
all components of the Army of the United 
States—the Regular Army, the National Guard 
and the Organized Reserves—make the facili- 
ties directly available in the recruiting of 
young men for the camps. 

(c) For the development of the Citizens’ 
Military Training Camps it is necessary to 
have the unqualified support of the American 
people, and therefore the co-operation is need- 
ed of patriotic organizations and societies, of 
social and business groups. In order that 
the interest and help of these may be ob- 
tained in the recruiting of candidates it ap- 
pears highly desirable to utilize a nation-wide 
civilian organization, and in consideration of 
past experience the committee respectfully 
recommends to the War Department that it 
avail itself, in such ways and by such meth- 
ods as it may deem fit, of the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association of the United States as 
the primary civilian agency for recruiting. 

(d) It being impossible to obtain anything 
in this country except by popularization 
through publicity, and the National Defense 
act itself, with all of its provisions, being in 
general unknown to the public, it is highly 
essential that steps be taken through the ordi- 
nary channels of publicity to which the public 
is accustomed to make this act and its bear- 
ing upon the life of the country thoroughly 
understood in every respect. 

(e) The only means of reaching the public 
continuously and with effect is through exist- 
ing newspapers. Any attempt at circulariza- 
tion will only be mistaken for propaganda 
pure and simple and will, as a consequence, 
be ineffective. Also circularization is very ex- 
pensive in proportion to the meager results 
usually produced. An individual who has not 
had the proper experience and training in pre- 
paring legitimate news in such a form that it 
will be acceptable to the daily press, is utterly 
unable to put the views which he wishes to 
present for publication in such a shape that 
the press will accept them. For this reason, 
it is strongly urged that regular press agents, 
men who understand news values and news- 
paper methods and make their living by pre- 
senting legitimate news in suck a form that 
the daily press will take it, be employed 
the purpose of keeping before the public the 
news items having to do with the amended 
National Defense act .and above all, any s 
taken or contemplated which will attract the 
attention of the young men eligible for service 
under this act.

For those who are seeking safety of princi- 
pal and interest as the primary consideration 
there is no better investment field than that 
offered by first mortgage real estate bonds. 
Every large investor is likely to have a sub- 
stantial portion of his capital invested in such 
issues along with Government bonds as a back- 
log. Safety of principal is even more im- 
portant for those just beginning the long road 
to financial independence. As a matter of 
judgment, the first $5,000 of one’s capital 
should be placed in the safest form of invest- 
ment and any security of a speculative tinge 
avoided. The majority of real estate mort- 
gage bonds are issued in $100 denominations 
and the small investor is not excluded. 

In pure investments, marketability is not a 
particularly important factor. Those who are 
placing their funds for income over a long 
period of years can very well do so without the 
experience of constantly changing values, some 
of which are pleasant and some otherwise, 
for the time being. Real estate mortgage 
bonds are negotiable and if it is necessary to 
convert one’s capital into a liquid form it can 
be readily accomplished. There is not the 
temptation, however, of a fluctuating market 
and the impulse to take profits and endeavor 
to rebuy on a reaction, a feat which is difficult 
to accomplish consistently. 


Real Estate Mortgage Bonds. 


Real estate mortgage bonds are one of the 
oldest forms of investment and have always 
occupied conspicuous positions on the lists of 
investors. Insurance companies and many 
banks absorb substantial blocks of real estate 
mortgage bonds because of the stability and 
long terms in which these issues generally 
appear. Considering the losses which have oc- 
curred because of fluctuating values and yields, 
in other forms of investment, real estate mort- 
gage bonds in which little fluctuation takes 
place, show a larger average return over a 
long period than any other form of investment. 

The security of a real estate mortgage bond, 
no matter what its denomination, is an integral 
part of a first mortgage on the entire property. 
In other words, instead of an individual lend- 
ing $100,000, secured by a first mortgage on a 
piece of real estate, the total amount is divided 
into a number of units, such as $1,000, with 
each unit representing 1/100 part of the first 
mortgage on the property. Each bond has all 
the rights and protection inherent in a first 
mortgage. Bonds representing second mort- 
gages also are available occasionally, these 
bearing the same relation as a second mort- 
gage on real estate. 

There is some fluctuation in real estate val- 
ues securing mortgage bonds, but in the main 
it is appreciation and not depreciation. Be- 
cause of local conditions it sometimes happens 
that a site is not as valuable after 10 or 15 
years as was originally the case, but this is 
provided for by the total amount of the mort- 
gage bond issue being limited to a figure 
around 75 per cent. of the original appraisal. 
Moreover, such bonds often contain a sinking 
fund clause which provides for the retirement 
of a specified amount annually, so that the 
amount outstanding grows smaller as time goes 
on and the security inversely greater. 


Should be Carefully Selected. 


Because real estate values are subject to 
fluctuation the selection of real estate mort- 
gage bonds should be careful. There are also 
other factors to be taken into consideration in 
buying these bonds, such as the character of 
the investment house or banking organization 
making the offer, the management of the prop- 
erty, amortization features, the character of 
the community in which the property is situ- 
ated, legality, ete. Geography plays an im- 
portant part in determining the return. Real 
estate mortgage bonds on properties outside 
of New York cit 
erally speaking. This is not because of a lesser 
degree of safety of either principal or interest 
but because capital for investment is more 
= available in New York. While credit 
is mobile it is not readily so and many would 
rather invest at 6 per cent. in New York than 
7 per cent. elsewhere. An exact parallel is 
found in municipal bonds. Municipal issues 
which are just as secure as the corporate stock 
of New York ben A but issued by some western 
os pectbors municipality always bear a higher

Questions having to do with military or naval 
matters will be answered in this department as 
svon ae possible after their receipt, or, lacking 
space, by mail, provided a stamped, self-ad- 
dressed envelope is sent.

R. O. C.—Time spent in guard house waiting 
trial which results in sentence must be made 
up as well as the time of sentence served. 
There has been no change in the law and 
regulations. 

H. M. B. asks: How many enlisted men, now 
living, on the retired list of the Army were 
separated from the active service over a score 
of years ago. - 

Answer: As of Oct. 1, the last date on which 
the figures were compiled, there were 5,906 
retired enlisted men, of whom, it is estimated, 
ninety-five per cent. have been retired since 
1900. To be exact, this results in about 5,610 
being retired since 1900, or an average of ap- 
proximately 280 a year, or a little over twenty- 
three retirements per month. A number of 
inquiries have come to the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL as to whether or not a lineal list of 
retired enlisted men is maintained. Such a list 
is not a part of the Department records. 

X. Z. asks: ‘‘A”’ said that a person occupying 
quarters, not entitled to same, could not obtain 
fuel without paying for it. ‘“B” said that the 
fuel goes with the quarters and not to the 
person. Who is in error? This is being done 
in many places, and it encourages men to get 
married who cannot manage for their families. 

Answer: “A” is correct. Paragraph 1044 as 
amended by C.A.R. No. 127, War Dept., July 
7, 1922, prescribes that “enlisted men below 
the third grade, Par. 3, A.R. 600-15, may be 
permitted at their option to occupy separate 
uarters whenever the same are available after 


those non-commissioned officera of higher grades ;

tions of the Service appear to the commanding 
officer to warrant the extension of this privilege ; 
provided that this privilege may be availed of 
only wpon condition that the enlisted men con- 
cerned shall thereby oo no right to any 
allowance of fuel and light. 


TACTICAL, 


W. O. asks: How is about face executed? 
I.D.R. says: ‘‘Carry the toe of the right foot 
about a half foot length to the rear and 
slightly to the left of the left heel without 
changing the position of the left foot, face to 
the rear, turning to the right on the left heel 
and right toe, place the right heel by the side 
of the left.’’ Is it proper to make three 
counts out of this? The book says face to 
the rear, turning to the right on the left heel 
and right toe, place the right heel by the side 
of the left; does this include a third count? 
If the right foot is carried to proper distance 
to the rear, then turning to the right rear as 
prescribed, you are in the correct position 
without bringing the right foot up to the left 
with a third count. 

Answer: The about face is executed in two 
counts. At the first count, the right foot is 
earried to the rear. At the second count, the 
face is completed and the heels are together. 
The drill regulations mentions the placing of 
the right heel by the side of the left merely 
to insure a proper position upon the comple- 
tion of the movement. If the right toe is 
properly placed at thé first count, the heels
